DRIVER DROWNS 


FELLOW UNIONIST 


Rudolph Jonas Beats Albert 
Woegel, a Butcher Work- 
man, Then Pushes Him 
Into the River. 


EAGER TO PICK QUARREL. 


Teamsters’ Organizer Revives Old 
Claim of Jurisdiction Over 
Other Craft; Runs and 
‘Ts Caught. 


' 


Rudolph Jonas, a labor union organiser, 
adopted novel means yesterday afternoon to 
murder a brother union man. 

The victim was Albert Woegel, secretary 
of the North Side Butcher Workmen’s union. 
Jonas assaulted and beat him cruelly and 
then pushed him into the river at the foot 
of La Salle street; where he was drowned 
despite the efforts of others to save him. 

Jonas, who is organizer for the grocery and 
market delivery drivers’ union, was arrested 
and locked up at the East Chicago avenue 
police station, charged with murder. 

The fight between the two men, in which 
Jonas appears to have been entirely the ag- 
greasor, was due to a long standing dispute 
as to which of the two unions has jurisdic- 
tion over the meat delivery drivers. 


Attacked While on Duty. 

Woegel was employed asa driver for M. G. 
McGee, wholesale butcher, 207 North Clark 
street. He had just taken a large order of 
meat to the McGee lighter, which was tied 
up at the Anchor line dock, for delivery to 
the steamboats, when Jonas, who had been 
loitering in the vicinity, attacked him. 

Jonas began by chiding Woegel with re- 
marks to the effect that the latter was not a 
union man. Woegel, whois said to have been 
an inoffensive German, at first ignored the 
shafts directed at him by Jonas. Then he 
pointed to the union button he wore on his 
coat and declared he wae as good a union 
man as anyone. 

“Well, you're no good, anyhow,” Jonas 
replied, ¢nding with a string of oaths. 


Woegel Beaten, Tries to Flee. 

Woegel then stepped down from his wagon, 
and as he reached the ground Jonas struck 
him a stinging blow in the face. Woegel 
made only the slightest show of resistance, 
and was beaten severely before he sought 
safety in flight... As he turned andran, Jonas 
followed him. Confused and dazed from the 
beating Woegel ran close to the edge of the 
dock. . 

Jonas, who was the swifter, caught up to 
Woegel just as the latter was about to turn 
into the street. Grabbing his victim by the 
arms with one shove Jonas pushed him into 
the river. With a splash, which sent’ the 
spray high above the dock level, Woegel dis- 
appeared in the murky stream. 

As Jonas started to run away one ofthe 
dock laborers called to him that Woegel was 
clambering out of the water. When he heard 
this Jonas started back to the river's edge, 
crying: “I'll get the —— this time; I'l) kill 
him.”’ 

Slayer Tripped as He Runs. 

Whai he saw was several men forming a 
“human chain” trying to rescue Woegel. 
Then he turned for the second time and 
started to run. Reaching the corner of the 
warehouse, one of the dock foremen, who 
had come running to learn the cause of the 
commotion, stuck t his foot and tripped 
the fleeing murderer, who fell in a heap at 
his feet. The man held him until the arrival 
of the police, who placed him under arrest. 
It was then a little after 8 p. m. 

Capt. Griffin, In charge of the McGee 
lighter, which distributes meat tothe various 
steamers tied up in the river, was the first to 
see Woegel in the water. Pulling off his coat 
with a jerk, he dived headfirst in an effort to 
save the drowning man. Three colored men 
on the dock also joined in the sie Ws 
rescue. 

The three latter held Capt. Grimn by the 
feet while he groped head first in the water 
trying to reach Woegel. The man already 
had sunk too deep, however, to be reached, 
and the effort had to be abandoned. George 
Clark, Joseph Williame, and Andrew Kelly 
were the colored men who aided Capt. Griffin. 

Woegel’s body was recovered late in the 
afternoon by means of grappling hooks. It 
was taken to P, J. Gavin's undertaking 
rooms, 226 North Clark street. At the police 
station Jonas gave his name as Adolph 
Adams. He is a son of Frank J. Jonas, a 
saloonkeeper, 4820 North Clark street, and is 
24 years old, 

Old Dispute Between Unions. 

The jurisdictional dispute, over which the 
fight occurred, has existed between the 
butcher workmen's union and the grocery 
and market delivery drivers’ organization for 
along time. Members of the latter contended 
that all meat drivers, except those employed 
by the big packers, are under their jurisdic- 
tion. Woegel held that the butcher work- 
men’s organization had jurisdiction. 

The dispute between the two unions is 
one of the many that have brought a world 
of strife into the local labor situation. For 
some years there has been no love lost be- 
tween the teamsters and the butchers. The 
slugging of President Michael Donnelly of 
the latter, who was beaten twice, was charged 
to men close to the highest councils of the 
drivers’ organization. During the great 
packing house strike two years ago the two 
labor unions did not work in harmony all 
along the line, although no open breach was 
perthitted. 

Butchers Seek to Rule Drivers. 

Since that strike the butchers have tried 
to perfect a different organization from what 
they had before, an “ industrial " union. be- 
ing held to be the model. By this all the 
men employed in one line of industry are to 
be gathered into the same union. Hence, 
along these lines, the butchers logically must 
control the drivers handling meat products 
and working for their employers. 

Another element that hes tended to keep 
the drivers in anything but a sweet frame 
of mind is the fact that thetr strike last sum- 
mer not only checked the growth of their 
organization but put it back. Organizers 
have had an uphill task in bringing back 
the recreante and have found it still more 
difficult to win new membera 


Jonas a Labor “Educator.” 

Jonas is well know in labor union eircies. 
He was one of the members of the “ educa- 
tional committee" of the teamster’s union 
during the big strike and is known as a 
* slugger." 

Woegel lived at 177 Dearborn avenue. He 
was 28 years old and has a sister living in 
Hammond, Ind. His parents keep a hotel, 
much sought by American tourists, in Ger-

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PARSON'S DOGS ROUT I. N. 6. 


Six Ferocious Animals Put to 
Flight Squad of Soldier Boys. 


SENT TO TAKE CHAUFFEUR. 


He, Member of Military Company, Was 
Expected to Go to Camp, 


John Farson’s six ferocious bulldogs routed 
a detachment of the [llinois National guard 
last night from the Farson premises, Pleas- 
ant Home, in Oak Park. 

Mr. Farson himself organized the success- 
ful defenses and conducted the campaign. 
Mrs. Farson was a much frightened specta- 
tor of the conflict, but was not more scared 
than were the ten military men who beata 
retreat carrying their bayoneted guns and 
their other regalia. 

The attack upon the Farson homestead and 
its Inglorious outcome had a cause in the 
person of Eugene Smith, chauffeur-in-ordi- 
nary to the banker. Smith also is a member 
of company D, Sixth Illinois infantry. 


Chauffeur-Soldier Wanted. 

The militia company last night left for 
Camp Lincoln, Springfield, for its annual 
encampment. Soon after sunset the com- 
pany members in their armory counted noses 
and found Smith migsing. Capt. Hayden 
several days before had instructed him to be 
on hand. Finding him absent, the captain 
detailed four soldiers to march upon the 
Farsonm home and arrest the chauffeur. 

It happened that Mr. Farson’s son Willie, 
with five other boys, wae going to start to 
a Michigan resort at 5 a. m. today with 
Chauffeur Smith in charge of their automo- 
bile. The quartet of soldiers found Smith 
in the garage and ordered him under arrest. 


Farson to the Rescue. 


It chanced that at the moment Mr. and Mrs. 
Farson were walking in their garden and 
overhéard the unusual racket in the garage, 
Mr. Farson rushed into the building and tried 
to drive the soldiers from the place. The 
latter did not heed him, but seized hold of 
Smith. A 

Then were brought into use the tactics 
which won. Mr. Farson ran toa large kennel 
near by and unleashed six bulldogs—namely: 
Mike, Bob, Steve, Babbie, Jack, and Pattie. 

“Chase ‘em, Bob!’ “‘Grab ‘em, Mike!” 
shouted Mr. Fareon encouragingly. 

The animals raced greedily toward the na- 
tional guard men who had been struggling 
with Smith near the gate at the entrance of 
the grounds. 

As the dogs approached them the men in 
blue lost their nerve, and, taking advantage 
of a trick im wall scaling, sprang over the 
high wall and were away. 

Return with Reinforcements. 

But not for long. They returned to the 
barracks and reported their experience with 
the Farson dogs. 

“How many men will it take to capture 
Private Smith?’’ demanded Capt. Hayden of 
the trembling soldiers. 

“TY think it will take ten men,” answered 
one of the soldiers. The ten soldiers were in- 
structed to return and capture Smith. 

Meantime Col. Farson had called up the 
Oak Park police for aid, but when the ten 
soldiers arrived the police had not appeared. 
On seeing the recrulted squad approach Mr, 


Farson shouted a warning that the dogs 
would ‘be loosed again should they enter the 
garage. He told them his premises were pri- 
vate grounds and not thus to be invaded. 


Capt. Hayden Arrives. 

The sight of the dogs again discouraged 
the soldiers, and the ten beat a hasty retreat. 
At this juncture Capt. Hayden himself ar- 
rived. Mr. Farson persuaded him that the 
chauffeur was needed at home. The captain 
returned to the barracks, and quiet again pre- 
vailed at Pleasant Home. 

At midnight Mr. Farson announced from 
his station on the roof, where he sleeps, that 
all was well. He added: 

“The boys go to Michigan at 5 a. m. in my 
automobile and Smith goes with them.’’

RESORT CLOSED 15 MINUTES 
AS RESULT OF FEE DISPUTE. 


Mayor and Chief Order White City 
Barred to Public Until Controversy 
Over License Is Settled. 


As the -result of a disputed amusement 
/Vicense fee for a fireworks exhibition, White 
City, the south side amusement resort, was 
closed fifteen minutes yesterday afternoon 
by order of Mayor Dunne and Chief of Police 
Collins. An order’ directing that the resort 
be closed was sent to Capt. McWeeny of 
the Woodlawn police station, and he went 
at once to South Park avenue and Sixty-third 
stréet with a squad of policemen. 

A few minutes later the order was revoked 
and the police withdrawn, but not until the 
management had put up a bond with the city 
guaranteeing the payment of a license fee of 
$850 to the city. 

The dispute has been on for some time. It 
was brought to a climax by the refusal of the 
management of the amusement resort to pay 
a license fee of $50 a day since July 2 on the 
fireworks exhibit adjoining the park. 

An opinion given several days ago by As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Wade declared 
the city is entitled to such an amount. 

‘The management. of the resort contended 
that the fireworks exhibit was operated in 
conjunction with White City, which operates 
Under a license of $50 a week. 

On Wednesday the city also had tried to 
close the park, notifying the manager after 
The chief o to pay any new license was gone.

The White City managemem points out 
that if it was neceesary for the city to close 
the Pain show it hardly was needed that 
they should also close the White City itself, 
which has a license that is not in question.

LEADERS“@F SIXTH WARD FAIL 
TO APPEAR AT MEETING. 


Senatorial Candidate Given Noncom- 


mittal Reception at Oakland Hall— 
Attacks Cullom as Part of Combine 
That Tried to Defeat William Mc- 
Kinley in 18096—Scores Lorimer for 
Allegiance to Senior Official—‘“‘Des- 


potism” Is Speaker’s Subject. 


Richard Yates was given a non-committal 
reception when he carried his senatorial 
campaign into the Sixth ward last night. 

A good sized audience was present at tne 
Oakland hall, Cottage Grove avenue and 
Fortieth street, and applauded the former 
governor roundly when he appeared with 
State Factory Inspector Edgar Davies and 
C., J. D6yle, his campaign manager., and 
several of the romans ae gt of oratory 
aroused a good deal of grfine enthusiasm. 

Deneen Leaders Remain Away. 

But something was lacking. Investigation 
revealed the fact that none of the reall; 
prominent Deneen men of the ward—the men 
who, in theory, are to rally enthusiastically 
to the Yates banner—had appeared. John 
R. Thompson, ward committeeman and 
Deneen candidate for county treasurer, was 
not present? John F. Holland, president of 
the ward organization, who had been an- 
nounced as chairman of the meeting, was 
likewise conspicuous by his absence. And 
none of the other notables was in evidence. 

Yates, however, made the best of it. Sever- 
al adherents and local politicians flanked 
him on the platform; Inspector Davies, a 
Yates appointee, introduced him as ‘the 
friend of the child and the laboring man,”’ 
and the former governor spoke for an hour 
and a quarter against the “ senatorial des- 
potism.”” Then he went to the rear of the 
hall and shook hands with everybody. 

The candidate's speech was largely a re- 
view of what he has said thus far in his cam- 
paign. After going over.in somie detail his 
arraignment of the federal combine in favor 
of Senator Cullom he suid: 

“This is not a campaign of personalities;

Still, if they 
care to go into personalities, I can, I hope, 
take care of myself. 


Cites McKinley as Example. 

“Have you forgotten the year of 1896? 
There was in the United States then a man 
named William McKinley. As soon as he 
came into prominence the senatorial com- 
bine was against him, like Roosevelt. Wéill- 
lam McKinley would never have been presi- 
dent if the senators had had their way. That 
combine was headed in New York by Thomas 
C. Platt; it was headed in Pennsylvania by 
Matthew S: Quay; and it was headed in IIl!- 
nois by Shelby M. Cullom. The conspiracy 
was to throw the nomination to Cullom, when 
Cullom hadn’t a ghost ofa show.

His brother, James Aminger, 
secured his release on bail.

He declared that her suspicion is the result 
of enmity towards him because he @d not 
give her enough wedding presents at the time 
of her marriage. He also declared that Mrs. 
Wieser and her husband are deeply indebted 
to him for friendly aid in the past. This is 
denied by the Wiesers. 

From what Knudson said, it became ap- 
parent that he wil not be greatly surprised@if 
poison is found in the body of his wife, who 
died in March. He asserted that if such is 
the case he may blame her death to poisoning 
by another person, or he may conclude that 
she poisoned herself. 

* I learned today in Englewood that my wife 
tried to commit suicide twice by taking poison 
before I married her,’’ said Knudgon. “ She 
often said that she did not expect to live 
long. If they find poison in her body, it was 
not I who putit there. I don’t know whether 
embalming fluid was used or not.” 

Believes in Divine Healing. 


Knudson stated that any aversion he might 
have towards doctors is due to the fact 
that he has considerable faith in the theory 
of divine healing. Formerly he was a fol- 
lower of Dowle, to the extent that he at- 
tended the services at Zion tabernacle. Knud- 
son said that he enjoyed treating people by 
simple methods, but that he never used poi- 
sons or trespassed on the province of a li- 
censed physician. | ‘

The Wisconsin anti-rebate law is designed 
to prevent the return to any insurant of any 
‘portion of the premiums on his policy as an 
_ inducement to insurance. It specifically d&- 
Slares that the granting of “any special 
favor or advantage’ to any insurant is il- 
legal. In his first letter to the Union Life In- 
surance company’s home office Justice 
‘Marshall, in the opinion of insurance men, 
asked for a special favor when he wrote: 

“TI suggest that you send my receipt to the 
First Nationa] bank of Madison, Wis., with 
adraft attached for the $671.40, and instruc- 
tions to, deliver the receipt upon payment of 
the draft on or before the due date of the 
premium, and that in such case you permit 
the bank to take the usual! agent’s commis- 
sion for the collection, with permission to pay 
the same to me.”’ 


Where Justice Erred Most. 


When it wes pointed out to him by an agent 
of the company that such a request, were it 
Erahted,. would be a direct violation of the 
state anti-rebate law, both lawyers and In- 
#urance men here are agreed that the justice 
committed at least a gross impropriety. when 
in the letter accompanying his premium to 
the agent he suggested a method of getting 
around-the law in these words: 

“Tam not acquainted with the law to which 
you Tefer. On reflection you will probably 
gee that there is nothing in the law to pre- 
vent your company from paying to any bank 
any collection charges you see fit.’’ 

Members of the life insurance investigating 
committee who discussed the action of Jus- 
tice Marshall were unanimous in the opinion 
that the justice, for a man in his high posi- 
tion, had committed an amazing impropriety. 
They do not believe, however, that his let- 
ters to the insurance company could be made 
‘the ground for a criminal action or impeach- 
ment proceedings, of which there were many 
rumors fiying around. 


Finds a Law to Break Another. 


“The worst construction that can be 
placed on the incident,”’ said one member of 
the committee, “is that a judge attempted 
to find a law for the way in which the law 
-might be evaded and Suggested it to the 
agent. There is nothing In that upon which 
any criminal action can be based. This in- 
cldent. however, shows how far-reaching 
the practice of rebating is and the apparent 
usclessness of trying to correct the evil by 
law.” 

Justice Marshall, whose residence is in 
Chippewa Falls. was located today on his 
farm at Kilbourne.. Over the long distance 
telephone he was asked whether he was the 
euthor of the letter to the insurance com- 
pany. 

“TI wrote the letter which was read before 
the life insurance investigating committee 
on Thursday,’ replied Justice Marshall. “I 
wrote, as the letter will show, that the com- 
pany had no iocal agent in Madison, that I 
did not know where to send the money for my 
premium, and submitted to the general office 
of the company the propriety of allowing 
Mme to pay the premium into a bank and re- 
ceive the usual agent's collection fee back. 
suggesting that they so direct the bank if 
it seemed proper to them. 


He Says It Was All Right. 


“Tf any one wants to make a mountain out 
of a mole hill they may do so as far asIam 
concerned. The correspondence as published 
is correct in every particular and I defy any 
one to read into my letter any demand or 
request for any rebaté or allowance other 

‘than the usval collection fee allowed agents 
who handle premium renewals. 

“I submitted the question to the company, 
whether or not it would be proper to allow me 
such a fee in the absence of any authorized 
agent of the companyinthe vicinity. Itisas 
plain as the noonday sun, and no other mean- 
ing can be placed upon my sentence in either 
of my letters. I wrote for information and 
as soon as I got it I acted upon it and re- 
mitted my premiums in full. That {s all 
there is to the matter.’”’ 

The identification of the writer of the let- 
ters was the big subject of discussion here 
today. Rumors of criminal action and im- 
peachment proceedings were rife. As soon 
as Justice Marshall admitted authorship of 

, the letters the legislative ineurance commit- 
tee instructed Mr. Albright, the company’s 
agent, to submit to the committee 
et its next meeting the original cor- 
respondence, which, of course, contains the 
signature of the writer. 


DELAY T00 EASILY GOT FOR 
RICH CRIMINALS, SAYS WHITE 


Former President of Cornell University 
Would Not Grant Appeals for Law- 
breakers on Technicalities Only. 


Fthaca, N. Y., July 20.—Andrew D. White, 
former president of Cornell university, in 
an address before the Cornell summer: schoo! 
tonight, declared the time has come when 
technical appeals in criminal cases should 
no longer be allowed. Referring to the sit- 
uation in New York City and speaking of 
Distr'ct Attorney Jerome, Dr. White said: 

“On him more than on any other man 
thinking people throughout the state and na- 
tion are pinning their hopes that sundry 
cases of high crime now attracting notice 
may not become a lasting disgrace to New 
York courts and American justice. 

“While the number of murders fs rapidly 
{nereasing, procedure against them is be- 
‘coming more and more ineffective, and, in 
the light of sundry recent cases in New York 
and elsewhere, is’seen to be a farce. 

“Owe of the.Wworst results of these cases 
is the growing opinion among the people at 
large that men with money can so delay jus- 
‘tice by every sort of chicanery that there is 
virtual immunity from punishment for the 

‘highest crimes. I favor preventing appeals 
based on mere technical matters and upon 
errors of trial judges in trifilng matters of 
procedures and the like which have really 
nothing to do with the question of guilt or 


innocence.”’

various educational, philanthropic, and char- 
itable purposes. The largest individual be- 
quest is $6,000,000, devoted to the construction 
of railways, telegraphs. telephones, and wire- 
less telegraphs in Africa, and the residue of 
the estate, real and personal, ts bequeathed 
absolutely to the deceased’s brother, Otto 

Beit. 

For Education and Charity. 


The principal bequests for purposes of 
charity and education are as follows: 

One million dollars to the Uhiversity of 
Jchannesburg, to build and equip buildings 
or the land previously given by the testator. 

One million dollars for education or char- 
itable purposes in Rhodesia and other ter- 
ritories within the field of the British South 
Africa company. 

One hundred and twenty-five thousand 
dollars to the research fund of the London 
university. 

One hundred and twenty-fiwe thousand 
dollars to the Rhodes university, Grahams- 
town, Cape Colony. 

Fifty thousand dollars to the Rhodes me- 
morial fund at Cape Town. 

Fifty thousand dollars to the Union Jack 
club of London. 

One hundred thousand dollars to the de- 
ceased’s firm in South Africa for educational 
or charitable purposes in the Transvaal. 

Seventy-five thousand dollars for the same 
purposes to Kimberly. 

Seventy-five thousand dollars to Dr. Jame- 
son, now premier of Cape CoJony, and Sir 
Lewis Michell, chairman of the De Beers 
company and a trustee of the Rhodes fund, 
for the same purpose’in Cape Colony.

ST. PETERSBURG, July 20.—Quick and 
aggressive action by Emperor Nicholas 


-and his ministers tedfy once more staved 


off the long impending revolution in Russia. 
That the czar regarded the douma’s ration- 
al manifesto on the agrarian question an act 


of open rebellion was announced after a 


special meeting of ministers held at Peter- 
hof today to discuss retaliatory action. 
Immediate action by the government, which 
contemplated, it is asserted, the dissolution 
of the douma by armed force and the arrest 
of its leaders, was delayed until the day’s 
proceedings determined whether the lower 


| house would remain firm in its resolution or 


yield to the counsel of those opposed to pre- 
cipitating a rising at this time. 


Douma Acts Discreetly. 

With the knowledge that upon its action 
depended frightiul war or tolerable peace 
the douma reconvened. It had not been in 
session an hour before it was apparent a 
change had come in the sentiment of the 
most radical. At the end of the day’s pro- 
ceedings no action that might give the gov- 
ernment authority for repressive measures 
had been taken on the proposed address to 
the people. 

The constitutional democrats appeared to 
be heartily sick of the whole episode and 
anxious to drop the subject if the govern- 
ment is so minded, and there is now a dispo- 
sition to shelve the address by indefinite post- 
ponement of the question as to the manner of 
its publication. 


Fiasco Strengthens Czar’s Hand. 

There is no question but that the flasco 
has enormously shaken the prestige of the 
constitutional democrats and the leaders of 
that party are crestfallen over having been 
induced to play with such edged tools. Prof. 
Milukoff, M. Struve, and others admitted 
frankly today that one effect will be to post- 
pone to the dim future the advent of a con- 
stitutional democratit ministry. 

Prof. Milukoff said tonight that he believed 
that there was no longer any reason to ap- 
prehend the dissolution of parliament, as 
the government would rather seek to profit 
by its dissensions. The Peterhof circles are 
reported to be jubilant. 

Ban on Papers Causes Riot. 

The resentment occasioned by the whole- 
sale suppression of newspapers and the c.os- 
ing of the printing establishments today led 
to disorders this evening. A large crowd 
stoned the mounted police in the vicinity of 
the Stosnossensky prospect, and some stones 
also were thrown at’a sma!l detachment of 
cavalry. Other parties of cavalry scon ar- 
rived from all directions. The attitude of 
the crowd was menacing, and the cavalry 
twice fired volleys of blank cartridges be- 
fore the mob dispersed. 

At a late heur tonight knots of people, 
after the police patrols had passed, sang 
the ** Marseillaise.”” So far as known, the 
disorders resulted in no casuaities. 

Czar Gives Up German Trip. 

COLOGNE, July 20.—A dispatch from St. 
‘Petersburg to the Gazette says: “It Is 
stated in well informed quarters that in 
view of political considerations necessitating 
his \presence in Russia, Emperor Nicholas 
has abandoned his intgnded tour abroad, and 
informeG Emperor William to that effect.” 


3 Syzran a Heap of Ruins. 

SAMARA, Russia, July 20.—The latest 
news from Syzran is that the city is a heap 
of ruins. Hundreds of persons lost their lives 
in the flames and several men suspected of 
incendiarism were lynched. Food for the 
starving inhabitants of Syzran is being sent 
from here and from Saratoff. It is reported 
that 4,000 houses have been burned. 


Slay Jews in Ruined Town. 
LONDON, July 20.—A dispatch to the Trib- 
une from St. Petersburg states the Jews at 
Syzran are being massacred. The fire has 
rendered 35,000 people homeless. 


Work or Exile, Strikers’ Choice. 

ODESSA, July 20.—Gov. Gen. Kaulbars has 
issued an order that all striking workmen 
in the city must resume work by July 23 
without fail, otherwise they and all those 
who support them will be sent into exile. The 
etrikers are incensé€d by the orders, which, it 
is feared, may provoke outbreaks. 

Slay Second Baron of Name. 

RIGA, July 20.—Baron Kampinhausen, a 
wealthy landowner residing near Volmar, 
was killed today by unknown men while in- 
specting his fields. He is the second Baron 
Kampinhausen that has fallen a victim to 
revolutionists this year.

Life Saving Proposition. 

“There’s no~ mistake about it,”’ he said 
decidedly. ‘“‘It is a life saving proposition, 
from start to finish. I made it my business 
to assist the bureau of charity people in 
checking up the calls for ice and seeing that 
obscure families that needed it—families 
with tired and none too intelligent mothers 
and swarms of ‘ kids’—had a chance to get 
at the greatest hot weather necessity. 

“Of course, ice boxes are practically un- 
known among most of the people who benefit 
from the generosity of THE TRIBUNE'S read- 
ers. Their devices for saving the ice were 
unique. Old dishpans, covered with burlap 
and wet canvas, were frequently found 
pressed into service. 

“ But what struck me most was the visible 
gain in decent living that a family can make 
when it has ice in its ‘larder.’ I never real- 
ized it eo forcibly before. 

“In the first place, ice -means that the 
baby, or, rather, the babies, can have milk 
instead of being nourished on tea, coffee, or 
beer. That means a certain improvement 
not only in the family’s scale of living but 
in their ideas of what is wholesome and 
hygienic. It means sweet butter and cool 
and inexpensive fruits and vegetablea I 
eay, bless the ice fund.” 


Greater Demand for Tickets. 

Miss Holmes of the bureau of charities de-

DISCUSS AND DEFY HEA. 


VENTILATING ENGINBERS PICK 
WARM DAY FOR SESSION. 


Temperature Mounts to 86 Degrees 
im the Street and to 90 in Reom 
Where Society Convenes—Technical 
Men Talk of Caloric Waves, How to 
‘Transmit and Preserve Them, Until 
Thermometer Splits and Falls a 
Wreck te the Floor. 


Summer temperature verging upon swelter- 
ing heat held the weather boards yesterday 
in Chicago. The morning gave promise of a 
day of moderation, the-thermometer regis- 
tering 68 degrees at 7 a.m. But the mercury 
acquired aspirations as the hours passed, 
climbing to 81 at noon, reaching 86 at 8 p. m.., 
and staying there for two hours Not until 
8 p. m. did the thermometer fall to 80, and it 
hovered near that figure until early this morn- 
ing. 

At that the day was tolerable. Local 
showers laid the dust, giving a sense of cool- 
ness and making the brisk south wind whole- 
some and welcome. 

Warm weather will continue today and to- 
morrow, with a tendency to become virulent 
by Monday. 


Engineers Get Heat Enough. 

With all the days of the year to choose from 
the American Society of Heating and Ven- 
tllating Engineers picked yesterday for its 
meeting. In the room at the Auditorium, 
where they met, the thermometer stood at 
80°. The faces of the men expressed a lofty 
disregard for extraneous conditions. 

A tall man with a perspiring brow, whose 
noseglasses persisted in falling off and inter- 
rupting him, was speaking. His subject was 
“ Fads and Fallacies in Hot Air Heating.”’ 

‘** A furnace,” he was saying, earnestly, “‘ ig 
a machine for the manufacture of hot air.”’ 

The thermometer went up 2°. 

‘* That,”’ continued the tall man, mopping 
bis forehead, ‘‘ is all it is made to do, and all 
it can do. But the problem of getting this 
hot air equally distributed through the 
various rooms of a house is the problem of 
the heating engineer.’’ 

Here a lonely outsider muttered something 
about “‘ improper heating,’’ and the thermom- 
eter went to 95°. 


Makes the Proposition Clear. 

‘* Heat once put into a building would re- 
main there forever,’’ the insistent voice went 
on, “and a building once heated would re- 
quire no further heat were it not for the 
leakage of hot air out and cold air in. - Now, 
last year, in putting in a large job I was 
compelled ito carry the air through eighty- 
eight feet of pipe. I started with a 22 inch 
pipeé, which I carried five feet perpendicu- 
latly up from casing top. Close to the end 
of the 22 inch line I put in a 16 inch tee col- 
lar, and in the cap on the end of the 22 inch 
pipe I put a 9 inch collar; on this « 9 inch 
ninety degree elbow with six feet of 9 inch 
pipe running——" 

Here the speaker was interrupted by the 
threatened stoppage of the electric fan, 
When this had been adjusted his time was 
up and another member, Walter Jones of 
Stourbridge, England, was on his feet. By 
this time a crack had appeared in the side 
of the thermometer tube. 

‘«£ cMent,.” said Mr. Jones ,turning bright- 
ly from the chairman to his audience, 
‘“ wishes to know if I can supply a hot water 
plant that will keep wax in a liquid state 
at 400° Fahrenheit. Do you Know of any 
printed formula for such a problem as this?” 

Then the thermometer burst and shed bit- 
ter, mefcurial tears, and the electric fan, its 
arms waving in panicky despair, slowly wab- 
bied to a standstill. 


CHURCHILL BEGINS CAMPAIGN. 


Novelist Says Chief Issue in New Hamp- 
ghire Gubernatorial Fight Is Cor- 
porate Interference. 


Ooncord, N. H., July 20.—Winston Churchill, 
novelist, formally opened, his campaign for 
the republican nomination for governor of 
New Hampshire at a rally in this city to- 
night. In his address Mr. Churchill said, re- 
garding the alleged interference of corpora- 
tions in the government and politics of New 
Hampshire: 

“In my opinion, this is not only the great- 
est issue in New Hampshire but the most 
important issue in the United States. This 
same fight is being fought in some of our 
sister states. It practically has been won in 
Wisconsin and it is going to win eventually 
all over the United States, and largely be- 
cause one man had the magnificent courage 
and foresight to get up and lead Americans 
in this second war for independence. 

“ That man is Theodore Roosevelt. We are 
trying to do for New Hampshire what Theo- 
Gore Roosevelt is doing for the United 


States.

Prof. Zueblin Declares Wanton 
Display of Wealth Turns 
Many to Radicalism. 


FLAYS BRIDGE PLAYING. 


“Rich Must Live a Simple Life,” 
Asserts Educator in Closing 
Address of Series. 


Champagne dinners, fancy dress balls, ex- 
pensive parties, and the flaunting and parade 
of riches develops socialists and anarchists 
faster than natural causes. This is the opin- 
ion of Prof. Charles Zueblin of the Univer- 
sity of Chicago. Rich men, he believes, must 
Hive the simple life to stem the tide of so 
cialism. 

Prof. Zueblin's views were expressed in a 
lecture on “Fellowship,” the closing of the 
series of talks on the general topic of “‘ The 
Common Life,’ in Mandel hall yesterday, the 
large room being crowded to its capacity with 
students, professors, ministers, and “ intel- 
lectuagis” of every type. 


- Display Makes Socialists. 

“When a man learns that a sum is spent 
in one evening on some elaborate dinner or 
fancy dress ball which ig greater than he 
even could hope to make in all the rest of his 
life, it is no wonder if the man turns social- 
ist,” declared Prof. Zueblin. 

“ Flaunting of riches and the parade of 
display arouses discontent. iscontent 
causes socialism and anarchy—the product of 
the mischievous Living of people with money. 
It comes from the great vulgarity of ex- 
pensive dinners, of fancy dress balls, and 
expensive parties of the rich. 

“The rich must live a simpler Mfe—the 
common life—not to. breed this. Their sys- 
tem of living not only takés away from 
some people in the. world advantages of a 
fair life, but spoils their own method of Liv- 
ing in their vulgarity.” 


Arraigns Lovers of Bridge. 
Prof. Zueblin then delivered a severe ar- 

raignment of devotees of the matinée and 

lovers of bridge. 


perates and pointed out that their intemper- 
ance Was of the same sort that eats into the 
stomach from strong drink. There is intem- 
perance, too, in the reading of too many 
books. 

‘* We tend to carry things to extremes all 
along the line,” he declared. ° 


Calls City Life Too Close. 

Referring to “ fellowship ’’ im the city he 
said: 

‘** People lose their personality in the city. 
Congestion is the first of evils of a greater 
fellowship, We live too close together. There 
ig a social discomfort in this overcrowding. 
We have not made use of the facilities offered 
us for a better distribution, so that we could 
have the advantages of both the country and 
the city. Even in smaller communities peo- 
ple live too close together. 

“It was a step forward for Chicago when 
the number of saloons was limited to one 
for every 500 inhabitants. It was not a long 
step, but when we have 3,000,000 people we 
will notice it.” 

Prof. Zueblin praised the small parks and 
said that in ten years Chicago would have the 
grandest small parks system in the worid. 
“T have never seen anything equal te our 
small parks in the whole round world,”’ he 
declared. 

After paying a glowing tribute to Chicago’s 
settlements, he closed his talk as follows: 

“But the only way to get brotherhood is 


‘to live it You never will get it in all the 


world from the pulpit, the platform, or from 
‘pooks,’’ 
Prédicts Future for Frisco. 

In the évening, at Mandel hall, Prof. Zue- 
bliin. lectured on “San Francisco—the City 
of Promisé.”” He stated that the fallen city 
would arise greater than ever before, and 
would. be ome of the grandest cities in the 
world. He showed by lantern slides the man- 
ner in which the people refused to take ad- 
vantage of the hills and told his audience 
that these would be in the future some of 
the most beautiful features of the new city. 

Acting President Harry Pratt Judson, who 
has been sojourning in Colorado, far away 
from any railroad station, is expected here 
shortly. ‘Before -@ left three weeks ago 
he said he would return on July 21. His 
return has nothing to do with the recent out- 
burst caused by garbled reports of Prof. 
Zueblin’s lecture on ** Sex.” 


RING OF TOBACCO THIEVES 
REVEALED BY COURT TRIAL. 


Many Wholesalers Throughout United 
States Said to Have Been Swindled 


by Chicago Gang. 


After Samuel L. Katz, a tobacconist, at 431 
Halsted street, was committed to jail yes- 
terday by Judge Bethea because of his failure 
to turn over $4,000 to his bankruptestate. At 
torneys Albert N. Eastman’ and Harold 
White declared that Katz was a mere tool of 
a ‘“‘tobacco swindlers’ ring,’ which has 
swindled various wholesalers out of thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Katz purchased $9,000 worth of tobacco last 
September, and it is charged that he sold it 
on Oct. 4 to P. Goldberg, a fish peddier, 
Bankruptcy proceedings were begun against 
him soon afterwards, but the $9,000 worth of 
tobacco could not be found. 

Goods sold by some ot the creditors who had 
been defrauded were found in the store of 
Mrs. Emma Jaffe, but she denied that she 
purchased any from Katz. Among the cred- 
itors of Katz are Sprague, Warner & Co.,, 
Franklin MacVeagh & Co., W. M. Hoyt com- 
pany, Best & Russell company, Reiss Bros., 
Santella & Co., Grossfield & Roe, Detmeld 
Pipe works, Block Bros., and the United 
States Playing Card company. 

“We have evidence that there ig a ring in 
this town to take this tobacco from men who 
purchase the goods on credit and then dis- 
appear,” said Attorney Eastman. “ We have 
evidence involving a Jewess as the head of 
the ring, but it is not conclusive at present. 
We are making every effort to clear it up. 
The tools are so loyal they wilt not tell.” 


JOHN A. COOKE PREPARING 
TO PROVE GOOD CHARACTER. 


New Line of Defense Is Taken Up at the 
Trial of the Former Circuit Court 


Clerk. 


That attorneys for John A. Cooke, who is 
on trial for grafting while clerk of the Cir- 
cuit court prior to the term of John A. Linn, 
are preparing a new line of defense developed 
yesterday when they began searching for

enough friends will come forward to testify 
that morally he is beyond reproach to over- 
balance the evidence the state has piled up 
against him.

| PRINTERS AND ALLIED TRADES 
HOPE TO STOP PUBLICATION. 


Declare Work Already Far Behind 
and Unitkely to Reach Completion 
—Donnelley Company, on Contrary, 
Declares Book Will Be Issued Soon 
Despite Strikes—They Admit Some 
Delay Has Resulted from Troubles 
with Union, 


Much chagrin is in store next week for the 
Smith and Jones families, as well as for the 
members of the clane of Brown, Johnson, 
and Anderson.

It was aswerted that the work of 
composition had been only two-thirds com- 
pleted and that so many errors have been 
discovered that much of the job will have to 
be done over. Wright predicted that it will 
be impossible for the publishers to issue the 
book within the next month.

He 
set ten days as the limit for the issuance of 
the directory.

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SEEK NEW WATER SYSTEM 


COMMITTEE WANTS HIGH PRES- 
SURE MAINS INSTALLED. 
Appeal in Form of Circular Letter 
Issued by Men Who Represent 
Civic and Commercial Bodies—Low- 
er Fire Rates Will Be Granted by 
Underwriters if Improvements Are 
Constructed in Line with Pianse of 

City Commission. 


An appeal to support the proposition to In- 
stall by special assessment a high pressure 
water system for fire protection in the down- 
town district of Chicago will be made today 
by the joint committee on high pressure wa- 
ter system. The committee is composed of 
business men. The appeal will go out in the 
form of a circular letter. 

The committee contemplates the installa- 
tion of a-high pressure system in the terri- 
tory bounded by the lake, the river, Harri- 
son street, except the Illinois Central rail- 
road district, and both sides of Wabash ave- 
nue to Fourteenth street. The maximum 
pressure will be 200 pounds. 

Upon completion of the system the board 
of fire underwriters has vromised a re- 
duction of 5 per cent in premium rates, The 
cost of installing the system in the buildings 
will be borne, it is panned, by property 
owners direct and the cost of the piping in the 


upon the properties. 

The joint committee was organized at the 
Union League club three Weeks ago. Itcom- 
prises representatives of some of the princl- 


cago. Thomas A. Hall is chairman and Will- 
jam M. Ellis is secretary. 


Downtown District to Be Benefited. 


The circular letter says: ‘* The joint com- 
mittee on high pressure water system here- 
with submits plans for a fire protection sys- 
tem for the central business district of Chi- 
cago, which it has carefully, investigated. 
Similar systems have been installed in New 
York, Brooklyn, Philadelphia, Providence, 
Ceveland, Toronto, Montreal, and Winnipeg. 

“The San Francisco conflagration has im- 
paired, if not destroyed, the value of much 
of our insurance, and another conflagration 
anywhere wouldruin many companies. With 
the installation of a high pressure water sys- 
tern in the central business district, the dan- 
ger of such a disaster in this city will be 
greatly reduced. 

“The district to be benefited by the pro- 
posed system comprises all the lots in the 
territory bounded by the lake, the river, and 
Harrison street (except the Illinols Central 
railroad district), and both sides of Wa- 
bash avenue to Fourteenth street. 

“ The proposed gridiron system will be sur- 
rounded by twenty-four inch circulating 
mains, interconnected at several points. The 
quantity and sizes of pipe are according to 
plans drawn by the commission on high 
pressure water systems appointed by Mayor 
Harrison July 20, 1003, and approved by the 
committee cf the national board of fire under- 
writers. 

Insurance Rates Will Be Reduced. 

“It is estimated the cost of piping to be 
paid for by special assessment will be about 
6 cents per square foot of the total lot area 
of the district to be benefited. 

“The underwriters already have promised 

a reduction of 5 per cent in the premium rates 
upon completion of the system. We wil] 
press this matter forward as effectively and 
rapidly as we can. You can assist greatly 
in securing the installation of this system of 
adequate fire protection by your codperation 
in efforts to interest the authorities and the 
public generally.’’ 
Among the organizations supporting the 
movement are the Building Managers’ asso- 
ciation, Board of Underwriters, Chicago 
Commercial association, Credit Men’s asso- 
ag the Real Estate board, and the City 
club.

And under the 
present president this neutra@tity, instead of 
being local and remaining inert, profiting 
only to the interests of the United States, 


has been made a strong magnet for all the 
interests of the world, which need peace for 
their development. 

“Of course, any international, private, 
and public law in which the inspiration of 
peace would be greater than the inspiration 
of war would be of immense benefit to the 
world and a potent element of progress for 
universal international law. I look forward 
with great interest to the work of the jurists 
who will be charged with the consideration 
of this subject, for undoubtedly they will 
agree upon certain principles that can be 
put forth as the common and deliberate in- 
spiration of the new world.”’ 


Sanitary Issue a Feature. 

One of the important subjects to be con- 
sidered by the conference will be the exten- 
sion of international sanitary measures. 
Since the work of building the Panama cana! 
commenced this government has been mak- 
ing a close study of the sanitary conditions 
of the entire hemisphere, - Up to this time 
the United States and other nations have 
been content to agree upon measures for the 
exclifsion of disease. The congress at Rio 
de Janeiro will reach an understanding by 
which each country will be pledged to take 
measures to stamp out disease within its 
jurisdiction. 

“The sanitary work in the congress,’’ Sig. 
Nabuco observed, “‘ will depend greatly upon 
the views of the medical profession. You 
know medical men are set in their views, 
and all are in a sort of race for progress and 
transformation through sanitary measures. 
The congress must consider the measures 
which will pledge the countries to search for 
the cause of disease within their own terri- 
tory instead of simply attempting to exclude 
disease at their ports. 

“Everything that may be sanctioned by 
the medical profession undoubtedly will be 
approved by the conference. Now, if med- 
ical views diverge according to nationalities 
some difficulty may be experienced in har- 
monizing them. Otherwise the congress will 
be practically unanimous because of the 
recognition of the necessity of acting togeth- 
er in order to prevent epidemics. 

* There is no doubt war against consump- 
tion, which has been the principal feature 
of medical progress in the latest times, will 
find support among the delegates. As for 
yellow fever, we have worked so much in 
our own country in order to prevent it that 


yl think sentiment will be unanimous as to

LIVE STOCK MEN IN CONVENTION 


\ DEMAND A SQUARE DEAL. 


Efforts of Committee to Find Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Wilson and 
Present Arguments to Him in Fa- 
vor ef Médifying Proposed Rule in 
Regard to Inspecting Cattle at the 
Yards Are Unsuccessful — Officers 
for Ensuing Year Elected. 


The live stock men of the country, repre- 
sented in the convention of the National 
Live Stock association at the Saddle and 
Sirloin elub, made a demand yesterday for 
a “square deal’’ for the packers, denoun- 
cing the sensational attacks made upon the 
meat industry by the president and certain 
features of the new laws which ‘the depart- 
ment of agriculture is preparing. 

Secretary of Agriculture Wilson was 
sought all day in Chicago by a committee 
of live stock men appointed to present to 
him the injustice of the proposed law tor 
the inspection of cattle after they are 
weighed and before they are dllowed to en- 
ter the slaughtering houses. Not being able 
to find the secretary, the convention decided 
to urge every live stock exchange in the 
country to buttonhole Mr. Wilson wherever 
they can lay hands upon him. 

Thomas Kelly of the National Commission 
company voiced the sentiments of the con- 
vention in regard to the meat scandal. His 
speech, bristling with invective, was com- 
mended on all sides as the right thing. 


Pleads for a “Square Deal.” 

“ The inherent love of fair play is supposed 
to be characteristic of every true American,” 
he said. “‘ Yet through villification, slander, 
deliberate abuse, ard misrepresentation, long 
continued on the part of sengational newspa- 
pers, the packer has been placed in a falee 
position. 

“He has not received that “‘ square deal ” 
to which one high in authority has said that 
every man is entitled. For a generation our 
packing houses have invited publicity and 
hundreds of thousands have inspected every 
department. Nothing but praise and appro- 
bation for the system, order, and cleanliness 
of the packing housesand their products was 
ever heard until there was a score to settle, 
a political ex to grind, 


Modification of Rule Urged. 

“It is time for us who know how senseless. 
and false 95 per cent of all these rumors 
and charges are to help disseminate the 
truth and let the world know the actual! 
facts, which are a credit to the industry, of 
which we need never be ashamed.” 

In passing upon the inspection law devised 
by Secretary Wilson the convention resolved: 

“ From an active experience covering many 
years in the conduct of the live stock busi- 
ness, We suggest that, in place of the order 
mentioned, this ante-mortem inspection be 
had at the time of the arrival of the stock, or 
in the sale pens, or at the scales, before the 
stock is weighed to the purchaser, at the 
various mafkets where thé government in- 
spection i@ maintained, and we recommend 
that the executive committee present this 
to the secretary of agriculture at the earliest 
moment.”’ 

At the annual election of officers J. C. 
Swift of Kansas City was elected president 
and Charles W. Baker re#lected secretary. 
After the adjournment the delegates accepted 
an invitation to luncheon at the plant of 
Swift & Co., and afterwards made a tour 
of the packing plants. In the evening a din- 
ner was given at the Chicago Athletic asso- 
clation. 


Congressmen Defend New Law. 


At the banquet Congressmen M. B. Mad- 
den and James R. Mann defended the meat 
inspection laws recently passed by congress. 

W. J. Hynes, an attorney for the packers, 
spoke of the fellow feeling which should exist 
between packer and live stock dealer. Mr. 
Hynes also took occasion to deny the exist- 
ence of a beef trust, quoting the figures in 
the Garfield report, but said the railroads, 
the steel industry, and the Standard Oil 
would bear watching. 

Other speakers were T. W. Teeple, John 
Moore, J. T,. Norman, and J. C. Swift, the 
new president of the national organization.

Secretary Wilson Soon Will 
Issue His Revised and — 
Strengthened Rules. 


ENDS TOUR OF PLANTS. 


Larger Houses in West Found to 
Be in Good Condition; Small 
Firms Are Feared ; 


Washington, D. C., July 20.~[Special.}—In 
order that the world may be certain that 
the meat issued from the ..merican packing 
houses ia pure and wholesome, Secretary of 
Agriculture Wilson will issue in a few days 
the revised rules for meat inspection. 
secretary returned from his inspection of the 
western packing houses this morning, and 
when he has completed his study of the 
rules and ed them he will resume his 
inspection, which will be, as he termed it, 
“ his vacation.” 

Secretary Wilson said to THE TRIBUNE cor- 
respondent today that the rules had been 
strengthened in number and particulars so 
they can comply with the provisions of the 
new law. 

“The ruileg will call for the Inspection,” 
the secretary said, “from the post mortem 
inspection of the animal to its package. 
They will prescribe also the conditions under 
which the labels will be put upon the package, 
showing that the meat has the stamp of ap- 
praval of the government of the United 


States.” 


Smaller Houses Source of Trouble. 

The secretary is satisfied that the beef 
packers are endeavoring honestly to observe 
the provisions of the law with respect to 
sanitation. ‘“ There will be a big difference,”’ 
he continued, “ between the packing house 
that does not have our inspection and those 
which live up to our rules. The packers who 
expect to engage in interstate and foreign 
commerce know now what we expect. There 
will be no trouble with them. The trouble 
will be with the smaller houses. Those who 
do business solely in a city or ih a state we 
have nothing to do with. The city and state 
will have to look after them.” 

Mr. Wilson let it be known that he was 
going to Omaha to inspect the packing houses 
there and. then went to St. Paul. This was 
to prevent a temporary cleaning up for his 
benefit. He found the packing houses in 
St. Paul in good shape, however. 


Old Buildings Must Go. 

He was satisfied also with what he found 
in Chicago. 

“There is this question,’’ he said, “ which 
will present itself all along the line. The 
o:d, original houses are beginning to prove 
difficult to keep im proper condition. We 
expect the packers to mainthin good san- 
itary conditions, and where they cannot on 
account of the age of the building, they will 
have to rebuild. They are planning gen- 
erally to do this. It takes some time to have 
this work done, but where it is being done 
in good faith we will observe patience.’’

It was not until this year that the resident 
a Englewood paid any considerable atten- 

on to the methods o assessing and collect- 
ing personal taxes. He owned but the fur- 
niture which had been accumulated tn the 
twenty-four years of hie married life, and 
the income to the county from him was $6.50. 
This year, however, the assessor, as usual, 
entered his cottage and placed a value on all 
of the furniture to be found there. 


Old Articles Assessed High. 

The assessor looked at the old openface 
timepiece which the householder carried in 
his pocket and placed the sum $8.50 after the 
space for “watches” on the list. An o'd 
Piano was listed at about double its present 
value, but the taxpayer, knowing that the 
straits for money, made no 
complaint. 

Then there was a chance conversation with’ 
his neighbor, a meat jobber, who lives ina 
spacious house adjoining his. 

“ Why, I pay no taxes. I think you're easy 
to pay up. They'll pass you by if you just 
say the word,"’ was the statement of this 
man. 

The meat jobber by some means had evaded 
paying taxes on his three horses, his rich 
furniture, and the carriage which stood in 
the barnyard. 


Others Tell of Evasion. 


The small tax payer casually mentioned the 
tax subject to other friends, whose homes 
were more elegantly furnished than his own. 
The answers all were the same. It was un- 
necessary to pay taxes, the assessors ‘“‘passed 
them up.”’ 

A friend who Hved in a three story flat 
building at Fifty-fourth street and Wood- 
lawn avenue explained that he was the only 
tenant of the flat who paid any taxes. 

“All my neignoors failed to answer the 
door bell when the assessor called,” said he. 
“Iam newly married, however, and my wife 
told the man what our furniture cost. 

This was the story the honest taxpayer 
told the board of review yesterday, and one 
of the members remarked that many persons 
were in the same category as his neighbors. 


NEW DEFECT OF TAX METHODS 
REVEALED BY PLAIN CITIZEN. 


Judge Cutting Points Out in Letter That 
- Personal Broperty Schedule Is Er- 
roneously Stated by Reviewers. 


When “A Plain Citizen’ took for a text 
the printed tax lists for the Thirty-fifth' 
(Austin) ward of Chicago and from it showed 
some of the inequalities of the Juul law 
through the columns of THE TRIBUNE, he 
seems to have overlooked a point in: the 
execution of the printed tax list itself. 

This tax list was designed as on its face 
acting toward equalization of ward taxes 
for the reason that in comparing one sched- 
ule with some or all others the individual 
could take his own bearings with some chance 
of equitable enlightenment. 

But it appears that this ome bulwark of the 
honest taxpayer is not dependable upon for 
its purpose! Knowledge of this at once puts 
every interested person on the tax rolls of 
Chicago into a troubled sea of doubt. ‘‘ A 
Phain Citizen” himself is inclined to feel that 
instead of taking the Juul law es a subject 
to: be treated through the tax list text, he 
might have taken the imperfectly printed tax 
list itself for treatment. The thought is sug- 
gested in the following letter from Judge 
Charles 8S. Cutting, addressed personally to 
‘* Plain Citizen *’: 

" Chicago, July 18, 1906. 

I am informed that the very interest- 
ing article in “‘ The Tribune ”’ of yesterday describ- 
ing the woes of an Austin "‘ Plain Citizen ’’ In the 
matter of taxation {s from your pen. Iam sure that 
in your description of me and in your reference to 
my personal property tax you intended to do me no 
wrong, since you were justified in the assumption 
that my assessment was $750 by the printed slip 
that is mailed to all taxpayers. 

Upon receipt of that slip some two weeks ago I 
at onmce wrote the board of review and have a 
letter from Mr. West of that board, stating that 
my assessment is, and has been from the first, 
$7,500.and not $760, as erroneously printed. 

You did not use my name in The Tribune article, 
but from the mumber of my acquaintences who 
have spoken to me about it it seems that the omis- 
sion had little effect. I do not like a-tax dodger, 
_My. assessment for some years on personal prop- 
erty has not been less than $6,000 and I dislike the 
intimation, even. by innuendo, that I do not pay 
my share of the public burdea. 

Is it*too much to ask that the wrong you have 
done me, after you have verified my Statements as 
to my assessmem, be righted in as public a man- 
ner ag the original misstatement was made?

COMPLAINS OF THE ASSESSORS. 


Chicago Citizen Declares His Personal 
Property Tax Was Increased by 
Mere Guesswork of Officials.

FUSES 10 DODGE MAYES | ONE MORE STRIKES. 
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Guarantee Company of Amer- 
ica Stockholders Receive a 
Gloomy Notice. 


GOING INTO LIQUIDATION. 


F. H. Gansbergen, Attorney for 
Company, Says All Was Le- 
gal, but Time Bad. ° 


The Guaranty Company of America, for- 
merly known as the United States Guaranty 
Company of Illinois, a bond investment 9on- 
cern incorporated under the laws of Dela- 
ware, is going out of business. 

The company was organized in Chicago in 
August, 1905. Yesterday Allen M. Smith, 
5431 Kimbark avenue, who holds ten shares 
of preferred stock in the concern, was noti- 
fled by letter from New York that the com- 
pany is preparing to liquidate and that all 
money paid in by stockholders will be used 
in “ paying back all installments paid to us 
by subscribers to our bonds.” 

The company wags capitalized at $150,000, 
half preferred and half common stock. What 
Mr. Smith wants to know is what has become 
of this money, and whether the total of the 
outstanding bonds amounts to the entire cap- 
ital stock of the concern. 


Due to American Reserve Failure. 

P. J. Reilly, vice president and secretary 
of the company, signed the letter. Antong 
the reason he gives for winding up the af- 
fairs of the company is the failure of 
the American Reserve Bond com- 
puny. .Reilly and F. 8S. Miller, auditor 
of the company, formerly were agents 
for the North American Bond and In- 
vestment company of St. Louis, one of the 
concerns which consolidated with the now 
defunct American Reserve Bond company. 

Beside Reilly and Miller the officers of the 
concern are: 

President—Charles O. Austin. 

Treasurer—William H. Bagan. 

Director of agents—A. J. Smith. 

General counsel—F. H. Gansbergen 

Since its organization last year the com- 
pany has had a checkere@ tareer. First it 
opened offices in the Home Insurance build- 
ing and applied to the secretary of state of 
ilinois for a license. This was denied on 
the ground that the company was a foreign 
corporation. 

It was about this time that Mr. Smith was 
induced by Reilly and Miller to subscribe 
for’ ten shares of stock at a par value of $10 
each. He previously had invested in some 
bonds of the Américan Reserve Bond com- 
pany through the same men, in whom he 
then placed confidence. 


Predicts a “Fine Business.”’ 

In spite of the fact that a Hcense had been 
refused, Reilly told Mr. Smith that the com- 
pany was “selling lots of bonds and shortly 
will be doing a fine business.”’ Then the 
company’s offices were removed to Pittsburg, 
where a license was obtained under the pres- 
ent name and a new selling force organized. 
But the company did not prosper. 

The resultant panic among bond investors 
due to the judicial attacks on the American 
Reserve Bondecompany, which maintained 
four offices in Pittsburg, is given by Reilly 
as a reason for deciding to dissolve the com- 
pany. On this point he says in his letter to 
Mr. Smith: 

“ The taking of subscriptions was well un- 
der way for a period of thirty days when 
the solvency ofthe American Reserve Bond 
company of Chicago was attacked ip the 
court. ' 

“That company maintained four offices in 


Pittsburg, and by reason of the large num- 


ber of its bondholders in that city, and the 
panic created among them by the exposé of 
its affairs, it made it impossible for us to 
secure sufficient subscriptions to our bonds 
to make it worth while to continue the busi- 
ness at present.” 

At a special meeting of the board of di- 
rectors held in Pittsburg last month it was 
decided to pay back all installments on out- 
standing bonds. This it was declared would 
take all the money paid in by stockholders. 


Legal Concern, Says Gansbergen. 
Of the officers of the concern, Attorney 
Gansbergen is the only one now im Chicago. 
When the matter was brought to his atten- 
tion he denied that there Was anything wrong 
with the company. 

“The Guaranty Company of. America is 
an absolutely legal concern,’ said he, 
‘There is nothing wrong with it whatever. 
We have been unfortunate in launching it 
at an inopportune time. It was a savings, 
bond proposition with the Chicago Title and 
Trust company’s guarantee. 

‘Tt is true that it was capitalized at $150,- 
000. but I don’t believe more than $30,000 
has been paid in. Not a single bondholder 
will lose a eent by the dissolution of the 
company. The only ones to lose will be the 
stockholders, and buying stock is always a 
risk.” 

Other Chicago stockholders are W. R. 
Abbott, superintendent, and A. 8. Hibbard, 
vice president of the Chicago Telephone 
company, who hold 200 shares each. 

A financial statement of the affairs of the 
company is being prepared in New York. 
When that is completed and sent to the 
stockholders a me@ting of the board of direc- 
tors will be held for the purpose of dissolv- 
ing the concern. 


FILTH IN CANDY FACTORIES 
FOUND BY HEALTH INSPECTOR.

Chief Sanitary Inspector Hedrick yester- 
day took personal charge of the inepection 
of candy factories, and upon his return from 
a tour of investigation he said: 

“T saw sickening conditions im the plants 
of concerns whose candy is known as well 
in New York as in Chicago. Many of the 
floors looked as if they had not been scrubbed 
for a week and the tables on which choco- 
late creams were rolled were coated a quar- 
ter of am inch thick with accumulations of 
starch and sugar. 

‘“‘T shall not make the names of these men 
public now,’’ the inspector added, ‘“* but if 
things are not materially changed within 
two days I shall try them with publicity. If 
I should give out their names in connection 
with a report of what I discovered, it would 
ruin their business.” 

The candied popcorn factories were the 
only ones which were commended. Most of 
these, the inspector declared, were kept 


clean.

ROADS DECIDE 70 REFORM 


LINES WILL CHANGE 
RULES UNDER NEW LAWS. 


Meeting of Trunk Association Execu- 
tive Committee Will Be Held Next 
Week—Belt Line Decision of Judge 
Landis a Factor tn Coming Action 
—Merit System Will Be Installed 
on Rock Island — Baggage Rob- 
beries Exposed. 


Preparations are going forward among the 
railroads to revise some of their methods of 
doing business. The courts have given the 
railroads and a few of their officials some 
jolts lately in the way of fines and im- 
Prisonment sentences, and with a new and 
more stringent law coming into effect, the 
railroads find it too expensive to do some 
things which they have been doing. Next 
week the executive committee of the Western 
Trunk Lines association will meet to con- 
sider what will be done regarding switching 
allowances. 

‘This matter has had the individual atten- 
tion of the traffic men. In the recent deci- 
sion against the Alton Judge Landis held that: 
when a railroad 
track which is owned by a shipper it is a re- 
bate. 

It is understood the practice cannot always 
apply in the case of railroads using belt lines 
to get traffic, and there are some localities 
where special conditions prevail which make 
it impossible for the ra@firocads not to absorb 
the switching charges. In the future these 
will be shown plainly in the tariffs. 


Baggage Robbery Is Exposed. 
The Southern railway has just discovered 
a systematic scheme for robbery of bag- 
gage on the Charleston division, ‘from 
Charl@ton, ‘8. C,, to Augusta, Ga. Three 
baggagemasters have been profiting largely 
by this scheme for a number of years. The 
baggagemen had keys which they used in 
opening trunks and grips, removing valuable 
clothing and watches, jewelry, and money. 
One of the nien has been in the service of 
the road fifteen years. A search of the resi- 
dences of the men is said to have revealed 
much of the property. President Spencer has 
decided: not to prosecute the baggagemen. 

Their only punishment will be dismissal. 


New Discipline for Rock Island Men. 

Rock Island officiale have made official an- 
nouncement that they will introduce the 
Brown method of discipline among the em- 
ployés of the system. This method was 
worked out by W. C. Brown, vice president 
of the New York Centrai lines, when he was 
general manager of the Burlington. 

The punishment of the employés for infrac- 
tions of the rules will no longer be suspen- 
sion, but instead a record of each dereliction 
will be kept, and credit marks will also be 
allowed. These credits will be allowed to 
counterbalance the demerits, When the rec- 
ord of the latter reaches a certain number, 
in most casés sixty-five, prompt dismissal 
will follow. The company reserves the right 
to @ismiss immediately in case of gross 
negligence. 


Road’s "Magazine Out Despite Quake. 

Sunset, the magazine published by the 
Southern Pacific railroad, has been issued for 
July. The entire plant of this magazine was 
destroyed at the time of the San Francisco 
fire, and the June number, which appeared 
late, was issued in pamphlet form, and con- 
tained an article by BH. H. Harriman on the 
disaster. The July number iva full sized edi- 
tion. 

It is rumored that owing to the tremendous 
increase in freight and passenger traffic and 
the resulting congestion at Oakland, the 
Southern Pacific will build a pile bridge 
across the bay from Dumbarton point to San 
Mateo county. 


NEW TENANT FOR EMPIRE SITE. 


Former Headquarters of Gambling Syn- 
dicate Leased and Building Will 
Be Remodeled. 


When a lease of the six story building at 
[0 State street was signed yesterday it 
marked the passing of the site of the old 
smpire club to other tenants. Charles F. 
Gunther leased the premises to George H. 
Hartford of New Jersey for five years at 
$15,000 a year. A tea store will be conducted 
by the new holder. 

Until Mayor Harrison revoked the saloon 
license held by ‘the Smith-Perry gambling 
syndicate, the building was the biggest estab- 
lishment of chance in Chicago. Millions of 
dollars changed hands under its roof. The 
syndicate still occuples the three upper floors 
for its business at racetracks outside Chi- 
cago. ' é 
The building will be remodeled by its new 
tenant and,ythe headquarters of the syndi- 
cate will be dismantled.

A letter bearing what was alfeged to be 
the signature of Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuetiler, in which Charles L. Bonney 
formerly president of the Chicago General 
-Tellway, ie denouncéd as a “ crook” and a 
} “robber,” has resulted in a police investiga- 
tion and the threatened filing of a suit against 
Attorney Thomas 8. McClelland. 

The letter was received by the mayor of 
Jacksonville, Fla., six weeks ago. The mayor 
was told to “look out for Bonney,"’ who is 
living in Jacksonville, and explained that 
“he would also look our for a robber.” Be- 
Heving Assistant Chief Schuettler had writ- 
ten the letter, the Jacksonville official turned 
it over to Bonney. Bonney forwarded it to 
Mayor Dunne, who immediately called the 
assistant chief of police *‘ onto the carpet ”’ 
to explain. 


Schuettler Calls It a Forgery. 

“It’s rank forgery,” exclaimed Schuett- 
ler when he glanced at the paper to which his 
name was attached. , 

Then Mayor Dunne sealed up the letter and 
sent it back to Bonney with the statement 
that the signature was a forgery. The letter 
almost was forgotten when another letter 
was received here yesterdayin which Bonney 
stated he had drawn up a suit for damages, 
charging Attorney McClelland with being the 
author of the letter. 

The original declaration has not yet been 
filed in the office ofthe Circuit court clerk 
nor, as far ae is known, reached Chicago. 

Attorney MoClelland threw some additionia! 
light on the mixup when he was told of Bon- 
ney’s action last evening. Bonney ig out of 
the jurisdiction of the Illinois courts, he de- 
clared, because he would be arrested for fail- 
ure to pay his divorced wife's alimony if he 
could be caught. 


Declares Charges Are True. 
“Of course I had nothing to do with the 
writing of that letter,’’ said Attorney Mc- 
Clelland. “ First, there would be .nothing 
to be gained by it, and, second, it is entirély 
too clumsy a thing. Frankly, if I were to

against Bonney are true. The letter looks 
as if it had been written by somebody who 
knew him. 

“TI acted for Mrs. Bonney when she se- 
cured her divorce from him in 1899. Bonney 
gave her several notes for the alimony which 
was granted her by the court, but I never 
was-able to collect on them. The matter 
dragged through Judge Hanecy’s court until 
he went off the bench. Then it came up in 
Judge Tuley’s court, and at last, in 1908, a 
writ was issued under which Bonney would 
have been sent to jail unless he paid up the 
alimony. Then it was found Bonney was 
out of the jurisdiction of the court, having 
gone to Florida. 


Must Wage Long Distance Suit. 


“If Bonney files a civil sult against me he 
will be compelled to prosecute it from long 
distance by means of affidavits, or risk being 
sent to jail as soon as he sets foot on Illinois 
soil,”’ said McClelland. 

Assistant Chief Schuettler said, although 
he had done some work on the case, he would 
not act further unless Bonney swore out a 
warrant. The case stands thus pending the 
arrival of the “‘ declaration ’’ in the suit for 
$20,000 damages against McClelland, which 
Bonney declared will be filed soon. * 


FRISCO FIRE INSURANCE CO. 
STOPS WRITING NEW BUSINESS 


Home Concern, Auxiliary of Fireman’s 
Fund, Probably Will Go Into Liquida- 
tion Following Legal Opinion. 


According to advices received here from 
San Francisco yesterday the Home Fire and 
Marine Insurance company of San Francisco 
has ceased writing business. The company 
is owned by the Fireman's Fund Insurance 
company of San Francisco, The Fireman's 
Fund Insurance Corporation was lately or- 
ganized to take over the businese of the 
old Fireman's Fund. President Dutton de- 
clares that attorneys giye the opinion that 
the Fireman’s Fund Insurance Corporation 
cannot assume the obligations of the Home. 
Marshall & McEthone are control managers. 
A few weeks ago the parent company trans- 
férred $600,000 to the Home to enable it to 
meet San Francisco losses. The. Home has 
865 agents in the central department. 

All policies written in the Home after 
April 18 will be canceled on a pro rata 
basis, the company paying the return prem- 
ium.

BOY FELLS A MUSIC TEACHER. 


William W. Kennett’s Skull Fractured 
After He Speaks to Hotel Em- 
ploye Who Accuses Him. 


The ‘ $400,000 concession” from the Chi-

‘Our letter to the city covers at that 
ground. If Mr. Judd thinks that offeris not 
enough, suits are pending, and the best thing 
he can do is to prosecute them to a con- 
clusion. There is no law compelling sub- 
scribers to take the money, and the company 
believes it has no legal lability to pay the 
claims antedating Judge Tuley’s decision. 
The settlement contemplates that those who 
accept its terms release the company from 
all back claims.” 


William W. Kennett, a music teacher, was 
knocked down by Michael Lavin, a bellboy 
at the Victoria hotel, at Van Buren street and 
Wabash avenue, early. yesterday morning 
and suffered a fracture of the skull and con- 
cugsion of the brain.

FAIRNESS MEANS ACCURACY, 
The new municipal court is intended to 


| correct some of the abuses which flourish 


under the justice court system. There Is 
reason to believe that an impartial trial 


| is not always to be had before a justice 


of the peace when the plaintiff is a person 
who is in the habit of bringing profitable 
business to the court. Under the new 
system the judge will not be in any way 
dependent upon the fees and his mind will] 
not be warped in favor of the plaintiff. 
But it is not enongh that the new 
judges shall be free from prejudice and 
honest in their intentions. If the trial is 
to be fair to both parties it must be so 
conducted that its result will be accepted 
as final. Fairness means more than hon- 
esty; it means accuracy as well. Where 
a judge is not sufficiently clear in his idea 
of the law and allows error to creep into 
the conduct of the case before him, it 
makes no difference what his intentions 
are or whether the decision finally ar- 
rived at is in substantial accord with the 
requirements of justice. There is ground 
for an appeal. Now it costs money for 
an appeal. The loser of the case, if a 
poor man, cannot afford the expense of en 
appeal, even if the error of the judge has 
resulted in a denial] of justice. But if the 
loser of the case has the money he can 
take the case into the Appellate court and 
secure a delay which may be. greatly to 
' his advantage, even though the error of 
| the judge has not prevented a righteous 


| decision. 


If the municipal court is to be the peo- 
ple’s court the men chosen to be judges 
must be in no respect inferior to the 
judges now on the bench. The more 
learned the betterin either court, especial- 
ly in the municipal court. The. decision 


of the court must be of a nature to be ac- | 


eepted as final. Ingenious wealth must 
be able to find no flaw on which to base 
hope of a reversal. Ingenuous poverty 
must not be left lamenting the lack of 
means to secure the correction of palpable 
error. If it is true that some litigants go 
into an action with the expectation of 
earrying the case through all the courts 
unless successful in the first, that is not 
true of the litigants in the municipal 
court. They want justice, that is all. 

The nomination for judge of the munic- 
ipal court i$ not a fit reward for party 
service. The office should seek the man. 
The party which is sincere in its profes- 
sions of devotion to the public interest, or 
the party which has the common sense to 
fame a winning ticket, wil] nominate no 
man for municipal court judge who does 
not stand high at the bar and in the com- 


munity. The men first chosen to this new’ 


court will give it a lasting impress. They 
must be the best lawyers and the most 
upright men who can be induced to accept 
the office. They must be fair, and that 
means they must be accurate. 


AFRAID OF DAMAGES. 


The employers’ liability act passed at 
the last session of congress gives some 
railroad men more concern than the rate 
law. The ett provides that— 


In all actions hereafter brought against any com- 
mon carriers to recover damages for personal in- 
juries. to an employé. or where such injuries have 
resulted in his death, the fact that the employé 
may have been guilty of contributory negligence 
shall not bar a recovery where his contributory 
negligence was slight and that of the employer was 
gross in comparison, but the damages shall be 
diminished by the jury in proportion to the amount 
of negligence attributable to such employé. All 
questions of negligence and contributory negligence 


shall be for the jury. 

The principle of the law is just. The 
old rule that if an engineer or brakeman 
was killed or injured because of the negli- 
gence or misconduct of a switchman or 
train dispatcher the company was not 
responsible in damages is manifestly in- 
equitable. It has been abandoned in 
several states. The act does not re- 
strict the amount of damages which may 
be awarded. If it did the roads would not 
be so much alarmed. In Massachusetts 
there is a limit of $4,000 in case of in- 
jury and $5,000 .in. case of death. The 
railroads are apprehensive of heavy ver- 
dicts. They are the more apprehensive 
because all questions of negligence and 
contributory negligence are to be  sub- 
mitted to a jury. They fear that juries 
will almost invariably hold that. there 
were no mitigating circumstances—that 
the employé was not at all to blame—and 
will award heavy damages. The pay- 
ments to passengers who are killed or in- 
jured are a serious charge on the revenues 
of the roads. If they have to pay dam- 
ages on account of a considerable number 
of the employés who annually lose life or 
limb their revenues will suffer a further 
decrease. 

The roads intend to dispute the consti- 
tutionality of the law. As accidents to 
employés because of the carelessness of 
other employés are frequent, probably the 
validity of the law will be tested soon. 
The railroads assert that the admitted 
power of congress to regulate interstate 
commerce does uot extend far enough to 


authorize the enactment of an employers’ 
lability act. That is the single point the 
Supreme court will be asked to pass +n. 


A PHANTOM CANAL, 


James J. Hill has won fame ae a railroad 
builder. It is said that he wishes to add to 
his fame by becoming a great canal builder. 
The ambitious scheme which he is said“to 
have in mind is the construction of a water- 
way between the great lakes and Hudson 
bay. The route is said to have been sur- 
veyed, but it is not claimed that the consent 
of the two governments which will have to 
be consulted has been granted or even asked 
The canal is to start on Lake Superior 
ahd go northwestward through the Rainy 
river and the Lake of the Woods to the Win- 

nipeg river and into Lake Winnipeg. This

Hill is a clear headed man it is not likely 
that be contemplates a canal to Hudson bay, 
though the project for one from Lake 8u- 
perior to Lake Winnipeg may appeal to him, 

It is said that the construction of a cama! 
from Lake Superior to Hudson bay will 
make Mr. Hill “ practically master of the 
transportation business of the northwest.” 


The canal cannot be built without the con. 


sent of Canada, which does not intend to let 
Mr. Hill become the master of the trans- 
portation business within any considerable 
part of its territory. The Canadians view 
with some disfavor the railroad enterprises 
he has in hand in the western part of the 
dominion. Until formal application shall be 
made for authority to construct the canal it 
must be looked on as an airy scheme. 


PAINTING THE STATUE OF LIBERTY. 

The statue of liberty is of no special value 
as a beacon. A cheap light upon a white- 
painted platform might serve as well for a 
warning to mariners of the danger of run- 
ning too close to Bedloe’sisland, The statue 
isa sentimental thing. It stands fora great 
idea, not the least interesting thing about it 
being that in a later generation one F'rench- 
man should offer a bronze figure to stand 
upon a bit of rock which bears the name of 
another Frenchman who was forced to flee 
from the home land to secure in the land of 
the free that liberty of conscience and free- 
dom of action denied him under the flag of 
his king. 

It is sentiment, therefore, which demands 
that the Bartholdi statue be kept in good re- 
pair and with its torch lighted as a poetic 
beacon more than as an actual help to sea- 
men. For a long time the light was not 
used because of lack of appropriation, but 
public sentiment forced this. Now, for 
years, ‘the waters have beaten against the 
figure, and the rains and snows and changes 
of climate have left their effects, until there 
is evidence,of that shabbiness which often 
precedes destruction. It is a plain proposition 
that the United States government cannot 
afford to let the statue go to pieces.. Noone 
would argue for that and get.a hearing from 
any persons of influence. The colossus of 
Rhodes probably never brought any returns 
in cash to the city, but its tradition will last 
when everything else Rhodesian is entirely 
lost from history. 

So with this statue of liberty. It gives a 
welcome to every stranger who comes to 
America to seek his fortune in a country 
which has been the friend of the oppressed 
for centuries. It is lailed with joy by every 
American who catches a glimpse of it as*he 
returns from a sojourn in Europe. Its mean- 
ing is more apparent after a short absence 
from America than perhaps it was before 
such an experience. It is ome of the few 
things which we have which is not commer- 
cialized. It is worth the outley of $62,000 
to have the statue put in perfect repair, to 
have an elevator built for the benefit of 
those who desire to climb up into its roomy 
interior, to have a liberal supply of paint 
for the protection of the bronze, and to have 
the light increased In power. For after all 
there are dangers threatening liberty and 
nothing should be left undone which may aid 
in keeping before Americans and before man- 
kind everywhere the high igeal of a nation in 
which liberty is not to be license, but a great 
moral force working for the uplifting of the 
race, a force truly acting as a sort of beacon 
to enlighten the world.

LEN QUOITH, which has just been 
leased by Henry Phipps, is the finest 
‘and largest deer forest in Scotland, 
extending over an area of some 50,000 


1 acres in Inverness-shire. It simply is 


swarming with game and yields an average 
bag each season of nearly 200 stags. For the 
last thirty years it hae been rented from 
Capt. Ellice, M, P., by Lord Burton of brew- 
ing fame, who after entertaining there on 
several occasions King Edward and other 
members of the reigning house surrendered 
his tenancy thereof last fall. 

The meaning of Glen Quoith is “ the glen 
of the cup,” from the fact that the hills form 
a sort of cuaich of the place. It is dueto this 
rampart of mountains that it is one of the 
wettest parts of Scotland, the average rain- 
fall being about 110 inches per annum. 

It was in the forest of Glen Quoith that 
Prince Charlie, the young pretender, spent 
an anxious day during his wanderings after 
the battle of Culloden. On July 20, 1746, he 
and his companions reached the head of Loch 
«Quoith, whem young Glen Alladale, who was 
reconnoitering in front, reported that the 
royalist troops were approaching. The fugi- 
tives clambered up Druin Caidh, whence they 
could see the camp of their enemy close by. 
Early next morning they crept through the 
line of sentries in Glen Cosidh, and spent tHe 
day in Corrie Scorodale, covered with young 
heather and branches of birch trees. Queen 
Victoria when she visited the neighborhood 
in 1878 wrote: “I feel a sortiof reverehce in 
going over these scenesin this most beautiful 
country—for Stuart blood is in my veins. I 
am now their representative, and the people 
are as devoted and as loyal to me as they 
were to that unhappy race,”’ 

=“ 

Lord Coleridge’s appointment as commis- 
sioner of assize for the Midland circuit con- 
etitutes an augury of his impending elevation 
to the bench as one of the, $30,000 a year 
judges of the High Court of Justice. A com- 
missioner of assize is virtually a substitute 
for one of these puisne judges, and 6o many 
of the present occupants of the bench have 
acted as commissioners just before their in- 
vestiture with the ermine that the appoint- 
ment is usually regarded as a species of pro- 
bation for a full fledged judgeship. 

Lord Coleridge’s nomination to a puisne 
judgeship will serve to recall, at any rate to 
the members of the bar, the extraordinary 


| attempt made by his father, the late Lord 


Coleridge, to extort that distinction for him 
from the government some thirteen or four- 
teen years ago, when he was barely 40 years 
of age. The liberal administration then in 
office was extremely anxious to bestow the 
lord chief justiceship of England upon Sir 
Charles Russell (afterwards Lord Russell qf 
Killowen), but could not succeed in inducing 
Lord Coleridge, who held the office at the 
time, to relinquish it, In spite.of his advanced 
age. That is to say, the conditions which 
| he made to the government for its surrender 
were congidered unacceptable. He demand- 
ed not merely the transformation of his 
barony into a full fledged earldom but like- 
wise the appointment of his eldest son toa 
puisne judgeship with its stipend of $30,000 a 
year. : 
> 

This stipulation in behalf of his first born 
was prompted mot by any affection for the 
latter -but bythe idea of reconeiling him to his 
young stepmother’s inheritance of all her 
husband's fortune. The old chief justice's 
children knew this, and it led to their es- 
trangement from their father during the 
remainder of hig life. None of them was 
present at hfs deathbed and when his will 
was opened it was discovered that he had left 
every penny of his wunentailed fortune, 
amounting to over $1,000,000, to his young 
widow. 

The present Lord Coleridge and his broth- 
ers and sister were On the pointof instituting 
proceedings to upset the will, but finally de- 
cided to let it stand, prompted by a natural 
reluctance to expose themselves to all the 
disagreeable notoriety of a public family 
scandal such as had been aired some years 
previously when the lord chief justice’s only 
daughter, Mildred, was obliged to sue him 
for nonsupport. That trial was of the most 
extraordinary character, showed that he was 
guilty of avarice pushed almost to the point 
of insanity, and that he not only kept her in 
a state of starvation and beggary, dependent 
on the charity of her brothers and her friends, 
but that he likewise subjected himself to fare 
worthy of a miser. 

—~o- 

It was this trial, presenting the lord chief 
justice to the publi¢ in a most unenviable 
light, which afforded the late Edmund Yates 
the opportunity to heap coals af fire upon 
the great jurist’s head. At the time of the 
sult for libel brought by Lord Lonsdale 
against the proprietor of the London World 
for a paragraph which had appeared in that 
paper without Yates’ knowledge, but affect- 
ing the reputation of the earl, and of Lady 
Grace Fane (now Lady Londesborough), the 
lord chief justice had delivered a scathing 
denunciation of Yates when passing ar unu- 
sually severe sentence—it was ‘a year’s im- 
prisonmenit—upon him, condemning him as 
personally responsible for all that was most 
discreditable in society journalism. 

When the lord chief justice was accused by 
his daughter on charges which he wag forced 


the trial was completed, Yates had —ischance 
for revenge. But he held his hand and gen- 
erously forbore to avail himself of the oppor- 
tunity of getting even with Lord Coleridge. 
The latter thereupon wrote to him, thanking 
him for his attitude, and expressing his re- 
gret that he himself had been far’ too 
severe in his comments from the bench andin 
his treatment of Yates in connection with 
the Lonsdale criminal Hbel suit. Most men 
would have published such a letter as this. 
But Yates not only made no use of it but 
even refrained from showing it, and it was 
not until after his death that it was found 
among his papers. 
~_ 


The present Lord Coleridge has many 
friends in this country, friends whom he made 
when he accompanied his father on one of his 
longest tours in America, before their 
estrangement. In those days he was known 
as the Hen. Bernard Coleridge, and will be 
recalled by those who met him at that epoch 
as a rather sharp featured young man, with 
a quickness of look and a decision of char- 
acter that one is apt to seek in Americans 
rather than in Englishmen. By dint of hard 
work he had succeeded in building up quite 
a lucrative practice at the bar when ads 
father died, and wasthen confronted by a sit- 
uation which was, to say the least, discourag- 
ing. As I have mentioned above, his father 
had left to him nothing but a small entailed 
country place in Devonshire, yielding no 
revenue, but constituting a source of expense. 
Popular opinion and the sentiment at the bar 
favored the contention that a peer had no 
right to practice law, since the house of lords 
is the supreme court of justice of the British 
empire and its ultimate tribunal of appeal, 
of which he was therefore, as a peer, one of 
the judges. He then demanded whether it 
would not be possible for him to renounce his 
succession to his father’s honors and to re- 
main a commoner. 

The legislature andthe courts took the view 
that he could not do this, that an inherited 
peerage ‘‘ pertained to the blood ’ and could 
not be alienated or discarded at the will of 
its holder, and that therefore, nolens volens, 
he was in the eyes of the law a peer of the 
realm, possessed of the prerogatives of that 
rank, but also subject to its disadvantages, 
among the latter being the inability to sit 
in the house of commons. 

He then appealed to the highest tribunals 
to ascertain whether there wae any law to 
prevent him as a peer from continuing to 
practice at the bar, and, after much delibera- 
tion and discussion, it was decided that he 
could practice in all courts save that con- 
stituted by the house of lords. Unless I am 
much mistaken he has been until now the 
only member o: the house of lords engaged in 
active practice a& a member ofthe bar. While 
he does not possess the silvery eloquence or 
the profound legal acumen of his father, he 
enjoys to a far greater degree the good will 
and the respect of his fellow countrymen, and 
his impending elevation to the bench will 
meet with the approval not only of the liberal 
party, to the extreme wing of which he be- 
longs, but also to the unionists. He is married 
to a daughter of the late bishop of Oxford, 
and has several) children.

The organization ch changed 
to that of the “ Association of State and Na- 
tional Food and Dairy Departments,” decid- 
ed to appoint a standard committee to work 
in harmony with the association of official 
agricultural chemists of the department of 
agriculture in the fixing of standards. 

The committee will consist of five membera 
two of whom will be named by the agricultur- 
eal chemists and three by the Association of 
State and National Food and Dairy Depart- 
ments. On the other hand, the latter organ- 
ization will be permitted to name two mem- 
bers on the standard committee of the offi- 
cial association of agricultural chemists. By 
this method of codperation it is hoped that 
the standards of the nation and the different 
states may become nearly or quite identical. 
The committees are yet to be named The 
codperation was brought about by Dr. H. W. 


Wiley of the bureau of chemists, 


Borax Man Attacks Wiley. 


Manufacturers who again were heard tn the 
convention today urged the association to 
work for the enactment of state laws copied 
word for word after the national law. It 
was admitted that such a condition would 
be ideal both in the aid of the state officers 
and the manufacturers, and it would mean 
uniform purity of foods in every section of 
the country. There are local manufacturers 
in many of the states dependent on state 
patronage, however, who would oppose vig- 
orously such laws, and it is feared that their 
influence will prevent the realization of this 
cherished dream. 

Mr. Wiley came in for bitter criticism by 
one of the manufacturers, H. L. Harris, rep- 
resentive of a borax company, for his attl- 
tude in working for the exclusion of borax as 
a food preservative. He severely criticised 
the experiments of Dr. Wiley’s poison squad 
in the tests of borax, and gaid the alleged 
injury te the young men was from some other 
cause than borax. He declared that no suc- 
cessful conclusions could be reached through 
tests such as were conducted by Dr. Wiley; 
that to be successful such tests would have 
to be made under different environments, and 
the persons on whom the experiments were 
made would have to be kept in ignorance of 
the fact that they were being experimented 
upon.

Defends Use of Preservative. 


“ Borax is used asa cleanser for medicinal 
purposes,” said Mr. Harris. “As used in 
food products it is harmless. I have swal- 
lowed more borax than any man in the 
United States and I am as healthy as any 
man in the ceuntry. It isgbeneficial to the 
consumer to have foods preserved with borax 
and I believe it would be helpful and welcome 
to him to have foods labeled that they were 
preserved with borax.” 

Mr. Harris cited many authorities to show 
the alleged harmlessness of borax preserv- 
atives.

THE APPEAL FOR SMALL NOTES. 

Chicago, July 19.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—In a treasury circular of recent date refer- 
ence is made to the pressing demand fer 
small notes, that it has not reached its maci- 
mum, that the banks throughout the coun- 
try have not availed themselves of the per- 
centage of the smallest" denomination to 
which they are entitled by 50 per cent, and 
that the $90,000,000 (not $76,000,000 as recent- 
ly stated in Tus TRIBUNE) now available 
would greatly relieve the situation. 

The reason for the under issue of small | 
notes is the burden entailed by the work of 
reissue. There should be enacted at the next 
session of congress an amendment to the 
national banking act eliminating the fol- 
lowing portion of paragraph 51, section 5172, 
viz.: “Attested by the signature of the presi- 
dent or vice president and cashier.” 

The frequency with which circulating 
notes are canceled and reissued entails a 
let of senseless and useless work even when 
the signatures _ supplied with a etamp, 
as is now dene fn a great many institutions. 
It is doubted whether it—the signing of the 
notes—even affords much satisfaction to the 
few bank officere who beHeve that they have 
added something te the value of the obliga- 
tion by “ attesting ” it—it certainly does not 
after the novelty wears off—of having their 
names appear on the notes. A note signed 
by some officer other than those mentioned 
in the section referred to, or even one un- 
signed, is redeemed by the department as 
readily as is one which has been properly 
“ attested,” showing conclusively the folly 
of the “ attestation ” In the first instance. 

The last ten ‘‘certificates of destruction’’ re- 
ceived from the department bya certain bank 
remotely located from Washington show 
the cancellation (resulting im the necessary 
reiseue) of 730 notes of the 5-5-5-5 plate, rep- 
resenting $3,650, 440 notes of the 10-10-10-20 


plate, representing $5,600, and sixty-six notes 
of the 60-100 plate, representing $4,450; in 
other words, for a given amount of circulat- 
ing notes it requires 730 signatures fer the 
note ef the denomination of $5, to approxt- 
mately 50 signatures for those ef om- 
ination of 50-100.

Characterized as One of Those Fa- 
talistic Masterpieces Which Europe 
Provides to Offset Our Optimism. 


ISS BEATRICE MARSHALL has 
translated into English Hermann 
Sudermann’'s “THE UNDYING 
PAST,” one of those fatalistig mas- 
terpleces which Europe provides to 

offset our jocund expectancy and shallow 
love of “good times ”’ (John Lane & Co.). 
Like Ibsen, Sudermann enjoys the writing 
of a story of destiny. The tragedian is de- 
barred from many of the topics which, in the 
past, provided him with themes. When he 
writes a modern tragedy he must make his 
story one in which psychology has a greater 
part than action. It is not the swift, dra- 
matic, violent, and hearty tragedy of the 
ancients or the Elizabethans, but the cryptic 
mental study which now provides us with 


mimic grief. 


“The Undying Past” has for its hero'a 
German nobleman, Leo Sellenthin, a man of 
intense feeling, born to the responsibilities 
of a landed estate, and early left fatherless, 
with a beloved mother and two sisters to look 
after. Dearer to him than any other living 
creature, however, is his friend Ulrich, Baron 
Kletzingk. These two have grown up to- 
gether, and on an island in the river that di- 
vides thelr estates they have built a little 
temple in which, with noble pagan rites, they 
have, in the days of their adolescence and 
enthusiastic classicism, celebrated friend- 
ship. Their devotion to each other is known 
over the countryside, and the island is called 
by all the Island of Friendship. 

Leo, however, falls in love with a childhood 
friend, Felicitas, a woman whose extraor- 
dinary beauty is equaled by her subtlety. 
She comprehends all of the emotions, and 
appears to feel them, without eVer really in- 
terrupting the onward flow of her complais- 
ant selfishness. She marries a man named 
Rhadane, but continues to receive the atten- 
tions of Sellenthin, and their attraction for 
each other increases, and culminates in a 
passion which neither strives to resist. Rha- 
dane becomes aware of their treachery, 
challenges Leo, and is killed in the combat. 
Leo is held in a fortress for a year, and then 
exiles himself—or is exiled—and spends a 
number of years in South America, associat- 
ing with the most desperate men. He makes 
for himself a motto. It Is: “ Never repent 
anything,” and he congratulates himself 
upon his obduracy. 


Meantime his friend, Ulrich, who believes 


nothing evil of anybody, marries Felicitas 


and takes to his heart her young son, Paul, 
the child of her slain husband. He oversees 
his friend's estates so far as he is permitted 
to do so, and makes up out of his own purse 
an annual deficit of a large amount. Finally 
he begs Leo to return to save his estate frem 
ruin and to cast out the drunken, dishonest 
overseers. Leo believes that his past is dead. 
He thinks of Felicitas with aversion, remem- 
bers that he slew Rhadane in fair encounter, 
and says to himself that he will return to 
comfort his mother, { redeem himself in the 
eyes of the community, and to honor the po- 
sition which he, as a landed noble, holds. 

His homecoming is a magnificent piece of 
work. His uncle, who has been left in charge 
of the estate, a wicked old corrupter of 
youth, is found with the bailiffs entertaining 
students and vagrant bohemians, drinking 
and carousing. The lights shine in the cas- 
tle, and Leo sees his young sister and a maid- 
en friend wandering on the terrace, hears 
them talk of him, watches the light expire, 
and goes at length to his owndoor. He finds 
his dogs, the petted companions of his boy- 
hood, chained. He calls to them in the deep 
voice he had been used to employ. Fora 
moment thereissilence. He calls again. 

Then an ear splitting, marrow freezing din 
arose. The animals seemed suddenly to have 
gone mad. With their howls was mingled the 
clang of shaken chains and the gnashing of their 
teeth as they bit on the iron links. Joyous de- 
light, faithful yeerming, all the emotions that can 
sway the breast of a living creature, found moving 
expression in the wild ecstasy of these chain laden 
animals. 

Leo felt his eyes grow moist. ‘It is time I 
came, indeed,’’ thought he. He made the knocker 
of the outer portal resound threateningly through 
the house. The echo came back on his ear in 
reverberating waves. Then the window of the 
room where the Mght was, was pushed open, 

The dogs went on howling; people began 
to stir in the stables and call each other; lanterns 
flashed hither and@ thither. At last hurrying foot- 
steps were heard within, crossing the hall, amidst 
sounds half of weeping, half of laughing. The 
key turned; the bolts ground back. 

And there she was, dear, fat, bright old lady; her 
nightcap awry on her curly gray hair, her white 
dressing gown buttoned up wrong, odd sfppers on 
her feet. There she stood, holding the candle high 
in her trembling hand, while glistening tear after 
tear rolled down her cheek. ‘* Leo, my dear boy— 
my dear, dear boy! ”’ 

The caressing, confused murmur was half shy 
as if she hardly dared at once to take her son, as 
son, to her bosom. Them she gave herself e little 
shake and clung around his neck, while the candle 
she still held trickled grease down his back. The 
silence of this embrace was broken by the heart- 
reniing howling end whining of the dogs, who 
yearned for their master with all their lungs. His 
mother noticed the noise. 

“Do they know already?’’ she esked, as she 
straightened herself and, reaching up, took his 
head betweefi her hands. 

He nodded and kissed the fingers that glided over 
his cheek with an anxious touch. 

Then a new wave of joy overpowered her. She 
put the candle on the stairs, and cowering beside 
it, she covered her face with her hands and wept 
bitterly. He waa seized with a sense of shame; 
all this love and longing had been waiting for 
him, and he, with a brutal thirst for seeing life, 
had simply turned his back or it and gone his 
why. He bent over her and half consciously and 
half absently stroked the crochet edging of her 
nightcap, from which the gray hair escaped in 
scanty little curls. — 


He enters upon his new life with no doubt 
in the soul of him that his past is a specter 
which is laid. 

But he finds he cannot go to his friend's 
house. Felicitas forbids it.. She says the 
ghost of the dead Rhadane lies between; that 
Paul, with the features of Rhadane, is there 
to keep them apart. Nevertheless, it is not 
long before Felicitas, feigning to act for the 
happiness of her present husband, Ulrich, 
has undertaken to forgive Sellenthin and to 
invite him to the house. Against his will 
he is confronted once more by his past. He 
endeavors to woo a young girl whom his 
mother has taken under her protection—an 
heiress and a countess—but at the moment 
when he kisses her virgin lips he is con- 
fronted with the vision of Felicitas and the 
unforgotten days of madness. He takes the 
Lord’s sacrament, and the words of abso- 
lution appear to him only as ridiculous 
mummery. He visits his old tutor, the pastor, 
and finds him drunk and confidential, and 
cannot escape @ relation of the night Rha- 
dane died, and was given communion, ex- 
piring with blood flowing from his lips, while 
his wife hid herself upstairs. He meets an 
old servant, who in former days had been 
the go-between for him and Felicitas, and 


she congratulates him on his return and on 
the beauty of “ the gracious little mistress.”’ 
His elder 
continually prays for his soul. His younger 
sister has developed an undesirable admir- 
ation for a vain young fellow, and Leo sees 
the fatal family characteristic of sexual in- 
terest, claiming a dangerous proportion of 
her time. He works harder than any man 
on,his estate, rising at dawn and sinking 
exhausted into his bed, but he is not able to 
overcome the returning malady of the soul 
which he feels creeping upon him. He and 
the woman with whom he has sinned are 
bound together by a somber sympathy which 
they are powerless to dissolve. 


The story touches its highest point of 
pathos when Paul, Felicitas’ little son, is 
sent away from home that he may not inter- 
rupt the growing intimacy between Sellen- 
thin and herself. Ulrich, the husband, is off 
at the reichstag, and does not see the home- 
sick letters which the little boy writes to his 
mother. Christmas is at hand, but he is not 
to be allowed to return even for that. His 
last letter previous to the great day ran thus: 

My Dear Mamma: Nearly all the boys are going 
home for Christmas, Erich Froben will stay here 
because he has no mamma., and Fritz Lawsky be- 
cause he has only a guardian, and If., who comes 
from India, and is as yellow as a Gruyere cheese. 
All the other boys are going home. Why mayn’t 
Icome home? Some of them have a longer journey 
to their homes than I have. O, I do want to come 
home so badly. I cry every morning and every 
night because I may not come home. There are 
six days to Christmas now. There is going to be 
a@ party, and the boys who stay here will get their 
parcels of presents when the tree is lit up, Anda 
bell is rung—the school bell. If. will get some- 
thing, too, for the head wrote to his papa, who said 
he would send his presents over ina ship. Have 
yeu got my list of the things I want? Perhaps it 
has got lost; that would be awful. But I'll write 
another list to make sure. (The list-—no meager 
one—foliows, and the letter concludes:) Ah, but 
I would like best of all to come home. Dear, dear 
mamma, why mayn’t I? But if I really mustn't, 
I'll try and be good. But it makes me cry to 
‘think about it, The boys don’t tease me now, and 
I have to thank If. for that. Onoe they bullied me 
so they made me bleed, but If., who is quite small, 


confiscated, but they were awfully frightened. 
Please send lots and lots of lead soldiers; I want to 
give half to If. And now good-by. From your 
loving son, PAUL. 

Postscript—I shall be awfully glad when my par- 
cel comes. 

But! it did not come, because just as F'e- 
licitas was preparing the gifts Leo came, 
after long absence, and she fled to him, and 
the post passed. So om the day before 
Christmas, when all the other! boys had 
their gifts, and the candles were burning, 
and the Christmas cakes spread out for 
everybody to eat, there was nothing at all 
for Paul. He could not believe it, and ina 
craze of grief and disappointment ran, hat- 
less and coatless, to the postoffice, and when 
he found nothing awaiting him raced on, 
passionately, towards home, over the flelds 
and through the woods and was found the 
next day dead. 

As for Sellonthin, after his visit with Fe- 
licitas, he spent the night in drinking, and 
came home just as the tables were spread 
for the Christmas festival. Three great 
tables were in the old hall of the 
baron’s and thousands of candles burned. 
At each place, for kin, or noble guest, 
or peasant, or servant, for young and 
old, for plowboy and chaplain, was a gift 
from the grandmother, who worked ail 
the year that every one under the protec- 
tion of the house might have a remembrance 
of her. The great dishes loaded with cheer 
were being brought in, when the master of 
the house, whose homecoming they had all 
hoped to honor, staggered in, red eyed, in- 
coherent, and furious. He drove them from 
the house with his stave and they went 
hungry from the banquet hall. Their gifts 
were forgotten and left where the old mother 
had laid them with her seasonable mes- 
sages. And then he sank, sullen and stupe- 
fied, before the uneaten feast.

The conclusion of the story is interesting 
and reasonable and need not be revealed 
here. The murk of the book has been indi- 
cated. Its high lights are furnished by the 
friendship between Ulrich and Leo, which 
no circumstance, no sin, no lapse of time, no 
difference of opinion could destroy. It is, 
above all, a story of friendship which the 
Germans, above most other nations, have 
held sacred in their traditions, and it is to be 
hoped, in their experience. More than any 
race save the Greeks the Germans have 
loved this theme. They make their heroes 
friends rather than lovers. And it is a fact 
not to be denied that Germans have ideals 
of the obligations of friendship which differ 
from «those of other nations. At least an 
American, and, ususally, an Englishman, 
will place the considerations of family duty 
before those of friendship. 

These distinctions of ideality are interest- 
ing; and Sudermann has made much of his 
theme. He has gone so far as to make this 
friendship furnish, at the last, the one gkam 
of hope for the crushed Leo, who has, in the 
extremity, found all else fail him—his cour- 
age, his loyalty, his manhood, his bravado! 
His independent motto, ** Do not repent any- 
thing,” has been crammed down his throat 
by circumstance. His anguish is so great 
that he has no name by which to call it. 
Repentance and remorse are terms which are 
insignificant. The length of his days is one 
long regret; his violated soul is compact of 
paim, and shame, and remorse. 

Felicitas does not dle—as, it will be remem- 
bered, Mme. Bovary did under similar cir- 
cumstances. She goes to an obscure and 
hideous fate. She has been the cause of the 
death of her husband and her son, has cor- 
rupted one’) man, and broken the heart of 
another. And with careful art the author 
contrived to keep her unlovely amid her 
loveliness, insincere in spite of her passion— 
the creature of moods, of whims, of caprices, 
of momentary dramas, in which selfishness 
was her only consistency. 

It is a book for which most Americans will 
not care. These large canvases, filled with 
sad, absurd, tyrannous, and evil figures 
which the European literary artists display 
fail to find appreciation in this. country, 
where facts may sometimes be terrible, but 
where ideals and art remain naive, crude, 


happy, and expectant.

OWEVER much John Payne, the 
translator of the *‘ Greater and Lesser 
Testament’ of Villon of ‘A Thoue 
sand and One Nights,” and of many 
volumes from the Arabic, the Per- 

sian, the Latin, and old French and Spanish 
may have proved his scholarship by such 
achievements, it is as a poet that he displays 
hie personality. 

Americans have known little of his poetry, 
though some of the most fastidious critics of 
England have placed him with the first men 
of the Victorian era, .Matthew Arnold was 
furious with the public for remaining !n- 
different to verse so deeply musical, so closely 
wrought, so splendid with what may be 
termed traditional beauty. 

Now, as an outcome of the loyality of Lucy 
Robinson, a volume of Payne’s poetry ap- 
pears in America under the title, ‘‘ SELEC- 
TIONS FROM THE POETRY OF JOHN 
PAYNE.” 

A careful perusal of this distinguished 
poetry reveals the secret of the unpopularity 
of verse which by many tokens might be 
placed in favorable comparison with the work 
of his most accomplished contemporaries. 
But beautiful as the work is, rivaling though 
it does here and there the utter perfection 
of Swinburne’s line, it reveals “‘a shadow 
soul.” That fine hope and trust which en- 
nobled Tennyson’s verse, that historic grasp 
and expectancy which made Browning as a 
great wind blowing from the sea; that pas- 
sionate disinterestedness of Watson, that 
mad pursuit of lovely dreams which lends 
witchery to Swinburne are missing in the 
lines of this curious, retired golicitor who 
made a hermit of himself in London, 


A few lines from “ Shadow Soul "—a poem 
which appears to be a personal confersion— 
indicated why a virile, assertive, and abund- 
ant age would not take this poet to its heart: 


I wander with sad, yearning eyes 
And heart a-longing for the lost 

(Known but in some dream paradise), 
And ever, as my way is crossed 

By folk, my sad soul shrinks and files, 
Among live men a sighing ghost. 


My feet love well to haunt the meads 
And wander where the thrush is loud; 

And yet some sad enchantment leads 
Me aye among the busy crowd; 

And with bent head my life proceeds 
Where the smoke hovers like a cloud. 


None may take hold upon my soul, 
No spirit Mites from men to me; 
Billows of dreams between us roll, 
Waves spreading out to a great sea; 
Neither in gladness nor in dole 
Can our desires conjoined be. 

Most men are occupied with life—life itself 
is Aheir art, their song, their sympathy. It 
ia their religious instinct to honor their God 
by “expressing themselves. To cry- with 
James Thompson “I thank God for life” is 
the most joyous and devotional act of which 
they are capable. Now if they thank God 
for the gift of life to them personally they 
must also thank him for the gift of life to 
others.’ They do not look upon their fellow 
beings as *‘ not wholly vile,” but as destrable, 
usually good, frequently surprising and pos- 
sessed of a common heritage. 

Having both instinctively and as the result 
of philosophic reflection chosen this “ for- 
ward’ movement for himself, man cannot 
respond readily to the musings, however beau- 
tiful or scholarly, of hermits of the tenebrous 
vision. However exquisite their utterance, 
however pitiable their reticence, the world 
cannot give its devotion to one who could not 
even if he would respond. 


It is for poets, however, for lovers of de- 
light-in-melancholy, to yleld to the encRant- 
ment of Payne’s poignant line. The perfect 
mechanism of his verse, his Aniel-like quality 
of temperament, his historic sense of the 
literature of the ages, his mystic possession 
of what the transcendentalists would have 
termed ‘‘ oversoul,’”’ place him among the 
literary esthetes of the Victorian period. But 
if he is as sunken in dreams as Rossetti, he 
is as pensive as Wordsworth; if he is as sym- 
bulio as Wilde, he is as tender as Patmore. 
He has lines as lovely as Tennyson, meters as 
perfect as Swinburne’s. Industry he had, 
perhaps above any of these; and it might, 
married to genius as undoubtedly it was, 
have made him immortal, were it not that 
some murk, obscuring the full consclousness, 
placed a limit to his outlook and paralyzed 
his hand when he would have reached it out 
to his fellow-creatures. 

He has too many threnodies—is too per- 

tually at the cemetery gates; or in more 
resplendent mood, he walks the lanes of old, 
ola romance, where all the leaves seem fixed 
upcn the trees as in some faded tapistry; or 
he moves among the red dust of old tombs and 
broods on history—but does not recreate it 
and make it live again.

Automobilists Contesting for Trophy 
Meet with Warm Reception During 
Trip from Montreal to Three Rivers. 


Three Rivers, Que., July 20.—[{Special.]—oOf 
the seventy-one participants in the Amer- 
ican Automobile association’s tour for the 
Glidden trophy who started from Montreal 
this morning only one wes missing at dinner 
time. The route led over rough dirt roads 
with heavy sand in spots. 

The day’s run of ninety-six miles had to be 
done in 6 hours 53 minutes and practically 
all the contestants arrived at the 
checking stations en route far ahead of the 
schedule and waited until their allotted time 
before crossing the dead line in front of the 
checker. 

The passage of so many automobiles 
through the province of Quebec caused 4 
Canadian holiday. Through all the farm- 
ing districts the country folk put work aside, 
dressed themselves in their go to church 
clothing, and sat at the roadside to watch 
the motor cars go past. 

All along the line it was ‘‘ bon jour ’’ in 
the villages without exception, French and 
English flags fiying, and the whole popula- 
tion out to cheer the flying squadron from 
the states. Buxom French girls threw kisses 
with true Gallic fervency and lavishness, and 
also hurled bunches of flowers into the cars. 
The girls even tossed notes with their names 
and afidresses on them and containing love 
messages in provincial French mixed with 
queer English. 

The incidents of the day were not numer- 
ous nor of great consequence, except In one 
instance. John L. Snow, driving a thirty 
horsepower Peerless, who had a perfect score 
until today, had hard luck.
